We are informed that the Secretary of War this week 
called upon Col. Stephen Groesbeck, of the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department, and formerly judge advocate 
of the Division of the Philippines, to explain a news- 
paper interview in which Colonel Groesbeck, who was on 
duty at the headquarters of the Division of the Pacific at 
the time of Major Waller’s trial, is alleged to have com- 
mented on the cases of Gen. Jacob Smith and Major 
Waller and declared that in his opinion the water 
cure is humane. Is not Article 5, A. R., being 
worked to death and forced to do a duty for which it 
was never intended? It is impossible for any officer, 
who is at all disposed to conversation, to bear himself so 
discreetly, from the point of view of Washington, that he 
is proof against the possibility that some chance remark 
may be perverted into a newspaper interview that puts 
him in a false position. It seems to us that it would be 
time enough to call upon an officer for an explanation 
when complaint of what he has said, or is reported to 
have said, comes to the Department through some author- 
itative source. It hardly accords with good policy to keep 
our officers in a state of tremor lest the proper exercise 
of the freedom of speech, which is the birthright of the 
American citizen, may get them into trouble at Wash- 
ington. Experienced officers should not be treated as 
though they were unruly school boys and no effort should 
be made to seek occasion for offence against them. What 
Colonel Groesbeck is reported to have said is this: “Gen- 
eral Smith is a splendid fellow and an earnest, energetic 
officer. He is inclined to be impulsive, however, and what 
has been noised over the world as the ‘kill and burn’ 
order was simply an impulsive remark uttered in the 
heat of feeling in a private conversation with Major 
Waller. Both men were wrought up over the cold- 
blooded assassination of their countrymen.” Whether 
Colonel Groesbeck said this or not it is absolutely true 
and it expresses the sentiment, not only of officers in 
the Service, but of a large body of ex-officers whose 
experience has shown them how unjust it was to treat 
an old and honored soldier as General Smith was treated. 
These men still have the privilege of free speech and free 
action and their voices cannot be stifled. It was entirely 
proper for Colonel Groesbeck to say what we quote, if 
he did say it, though in view of the attitude of the War 
Department it may have been unwise for him to do so. 





Through the frienuly offices of the Secretary of War, 
Adjutant General Corbin, Brig. Gen. Leonard A. Weod 
and Brig. Gen. Wallace F. Randolph, the Army mule has 
received another flattering certificate of merit. It hap- 
pened this way: Secretary Root had accepted an invita- 
tion to be present on July 20 in the camp of the National 
Guard of the District of Columbia at Leesburg, Va., forty- 
seven miles from Washington, and at his suggestion’ the 
three officers named joined him for the trip. They drove 
to Cabin John Bridge, seven miles from Washington in 
the Secretary’s carriage. At Cabin John Bridge they 
found a three-seated Dougherty Army wagon to which 
were hitched four mules, the outfit having been provided 
by Major Theodore E. True, U.S.A., Depot Quarter- 
master in Washington, who assured them that he would 
get them to Leesburg and back in a single day. The 
driver was Albert McCullough, a Cherokee Indian, sixty 
years old, who has spent forty years in the Govern- 
ment service, mostly in the Army. He knew how to drive 
all right, and for the first sixteen miles after he cracked 
the whip for the start the wagon hit the road only in the 
high places. McCullough evinced a grim determination 
to get through on time or a little ahead of it, conse- 
quently he hurled language at the mules, and the officers 
in the back seats held on tight but said nothing. At the 
end of the first sixteen miles a relay of mules was ready, 


and they were soon made to understand what was ex- 
pected of them. An inspection at this stage of the jour- 
ney showed that no bones had been broken as yet, and 
that the travellers were standing the ordeal as well as 
could be expected. The driver brought increased powers 
of persuasion to bear upon the mules. The pace in- 
creased, the landscape got all tangled up and the officers 
came nearly getting water-soaked—externally—in a big 
storm which they overtook in their mad rush, but Mc- 
Cullough was in command and he brought the outfit 
into camp in time for the evening review of the troops, 
having covered the forty miles from Washington in five 
hours and ten minutes, not counting the time for crossing 
White’s Ferry. The return trip was still faster, having 
been made in four hours and twenty-five minutes, not 
including time for ferriage. In other words, the round 
trip of eighty miles was made in nine hours and thirty- 
five minutes, an average of a mile in seven and three 
sixteenths minutes. The record of this exploit shows be- 
yond all doubt that the Army mule still knows the art of 
getting there or thereabouts. This ride indeed bids 
fair to become as famous as the exciting one that Horace 
Greeley took in the Rockies with the redoubtable Hank 
Monk on the driver’s seat. 

Speaking of the accident to Captain Greble at West 
Point, Harper’s Weekly says: “The newspapers the 
next day in giving an account of the episode dismissed 
Captain Greble’s services to the Army with the state- 
ment that ‘he had served in the Philippines’ and said 
nothing at all of the officer’s act of consideration for his 
pupil’s safety by himself assuming the risk to life and 
limb. As to the latter omission, not much need be said, 
since Captain Greble did only his duty in the premises, 
and as such a man as he would always do it, promptly 
and to the full, but to sum up the past service of such a 
soldier with the brief statement that ‘he had served in 
the Philppines’ is great injustice to a gallant officer. 
Captain Greble’s service for four years has been in Cuba, 
not in the Philippines, and as the responsible head of one 








of the most difficult departments in the government of * 


intervention, the Department of Charities and Correction. 
It was he who formulated the wise system of relief under 
which an already pauperized community was lifted out 
of the slough of pauperism and enabled to do for itself. 
It was he who framed the laws for the charity system 
of the whole island, later made a part of Cuban law by 
General Wood; it was he who suggested and put through 
plans for the care of the sick and destitute; it was he 
who was the instrument through which a fine efficiency 
was given to the hospital service of Cuba, and under 
whose supervision the horrible lot of the insane poor of 
Cuba was made tolerable and decent. It may be that in 
his own country the achievement of this modest soldier 
is unknown to the bulk of his fellow-men; more’s the 
pity; but there are thousands of people in Cuba—men, 
women and children—who owe their life, comfort and 
present happiness to his efforts, who will learn with deep 
and sincere sorrow of the trouble that has come upon 
him.” 
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Peace hath her victories, no doubt, but she hath her 
perils also, as clearly appears in the list of casualties 
attending the celebration of the Glorious Fourth. The 
returns are not all in yet, but so far as received they show 
that during the jubilations throughout the country on 
the patriotic holiday twenty-one persons were killed and 
2,378 were wounded, not including several millions of 
helpless citizens who suffered compound fractures of their 
nerves and violent inflammation of their tempers. But 
it was a red and roystering holiday, even if it witnessed 
lots of accidents. The American eagle screamed himself 
hoarse in patriotic fervor, the Stars and Stripes waved 
all the way from Porto Rico to the Philippines and there 
was enough fireworks to let all the world know that 
Uncle Sam always has powder to burn, be it for peace or 
war. This year as usual is heard the regulation demand 
for a noiseless Fourth of July and the extermination 
of the vociferous fire-cracker, the ostentatious torpedo, the 
sonorous bomb and the vibrant horn. Away with these 
petulant whiners who would silence Young America and 
the proud bird o’ freedom on the Nation’s natal day! 
And let the eagle scream again! To be sure the casualties 
of Independence Day exceeded those of the Spanish war 
which added two provinces to our territorial possessions, 
and the loss in dead alone was twenty-one times as great 
as the combined loss of our Navy in killed in two great 
naval battles, but as these casualties gave no opportunity 
for casting reproach upon the profession of the soldier 
they passed without comment. 
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With reference to the intimation that Brig. Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, of the Army, might be made chairman or at 
least a member of the Isthmian Canal Commission, it is 
explained that the published reports were founded on a 
misapprehension. What the President has in mind is the 
appointment of General Wood as chief of the military 
government proposed for the canal strip in case the Pan- 
ama route is chosen. If that route is adopted, the United 
States, mindful of the frightful mortality among the 
men who built the Panama railroad, will endeavor to 
establish better health conditions for those at work on the 
canal. ; The police and sanitary protection of the route 
during and after the construction of the canal will neces- 
sarily devolve upon the United States, and it is pointed 
out that General Wood’s experience in Cuba, where he 
overcame sanitary conditions even more difficult than 
those which prevail on the isthmus, specially qualifies 
him for the work in view. As for the chairmanship of 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, it will, in all likelihood, 








be awarded to Rear Admiral John G. Walker, U.S.N., 
whose fitness for its duties is pre-eminent and indisputa- 
ble. The commission is to consist of seven members, 
four of whom must be skilled engineers. One of these 
engineers must be an officer of the Army and one an 
officer of the Navy. 
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“Peace Everywhere” is the subjeet of an article in 
the Courrier de L’Escaut of Tournai, France, which calls 
attention to the fact that with the close of the South 
African War all the great nations of the earth are at 
peace, with only local outbreaks of small account in 
the Philippines, China and elsewhere to disturb the per- 
fect harmony. Yet the whole world remains armed to the 
teeth, and the chief aim of every world power is to have 
the most cannon, ships of war, rifles and other offensive 
weapons. It appears that this perpetual preparation 
for war is necessary to assure peace, an armed peace, 
always ready to take wing and fly away. The great 
nations of the earth, passed in review, are seen to be 
busily arming and looking to their defenses. We believe 
that there is a direct relation of cause and effect between 
this universal peace and the law of compulsory military 
service affecting all classes of citizens alike which is now 
the rule in the principal military States. A people who 
can have their fighting done for them are much more dis- 
posed to war than those who have to do it themselves. 
In the present condition of human society there can be 
no peace except an armed peace and there is no policy 
more mischievous than that which assumes that the 
existence of national armies is a provocation to war. 
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As illustrating the relative cost of Volunteers and 
Regular troops in the matter of pension payments, atten- 
tion is invited to a table recently computed in the Pehsion 
Bureau at Washington. This table sets forth the pension 
record up to Feb. 1, 1902, of five of the Volunteer regi- 
ments that took part in the Santiago campaign, and of 
five of the Regular regiments engaged in the same 
operations. The Volunteers were the ist District of 
Columbia, the 9th Massachusetts, the 33d Michigan, the 
34th Michigan and the 8th Ohio. The Regulars, the 
6th, 7th, 13th, 16th and 24th Infantry. The record of 
these troops as presented in the table before us is as 
follows: Five regiments of Velunteers, killed, none; 
wounded, none; missing, none; claims for pensions filed 
up to Feb. 1, 1902, 2,997. Five regiments of Regulars, 
killed, 93; wounded, 471; missing, 40; claims for pen- 
sions field up to Feb. 1, 1902, 764. These figures sustain 
the claim of the Regulars that the work falls on them 
and the glory and the pension goes to the Volunteer. Our 
enormous pension roll is the penalty we pay for our dis- 
regarding the teaching of experienee as to the necessity 
of maintaining a sufficient body of men for the necessary 
work of war.

Another illustration of the mistaken view of the func- 
tions of the naval service which prevails among some 
persons appears in a case recently develeped in New Yonk. 
A young man of respectable family was detected in 
crooked transactions in finance and placed under arrest, 
whereupon his parents and their lawyer propose to him 
that if he will enlist in the Navy they will see that 
he is not prosecuted for his crimes! In other words they 
are willing to compound a felony, and to do so are per- 
fectly ready to connive at the enlistment of a dishonest 
and otherwise unfit man in the naval Service. Of course | 
their plan would fail, for no such man as the one in this 
case would be accepted as a naval recruit, but the very 
attempt at such a thing is outrageous and insulting. The 
Navy is not a reformatory, nor a penal institution for 
the treatment of the depraved and criminal, yet the no- 
tion prevails in some circles that it may legitimately 
be used as a dumping ground fot worthless and vicious 
young men who cannot be kept under proper control. A 
law making it a penal offense to connive at the enlist. 
ment of a criminal] in the naval Service would be a thor- 
oughly wholesome measure.

It was a striking coincidence that, almost simulta- 
neously with the death in London, on July 20, of Mr. 
John W. Mackay, President of the Gommercial Pacific 
Cable Company, that corporation awarded contracts for 
the construction and laying of its cable from Monolulu 
to Manila by way of Guam. The contract stipulates 
that if the company is permitted to use information gath- 
ered in surveys made by the Government, the cable be- 
tween Honolulu and Manila shall be ready for business 
by June 30, 1903, it being understood that the cable 
between San Francisco and Honolulu shall be in work- 
ing order by Nov. 30 of the present year. Assurances 
have already been given that the death of Mr. Mackay 
shall in no way delay the cable project. It is plain that 
cable communication between the United States and the 
Philippines is a certainty of the near future. 

Upon the retirement on Sept. 7 of Gen. Willim H. 
Forwood, surgeon general of the Army, Col. Robert 
M. O'Reilly, of the Medical Department, will be ap- 
pointed surgeon general. The appointment of Colonel 
O'Reilly to be the successor of General Forwood was 
announced early this week at the War Department. By 
his selection to be surgeon general of the Army he is pro- 
moted over the head of the following colonels of the Medi. 
cal Department, who are now his seniors: J. M. Brown, 
Charles Smart, Peter J. A. Cleary, Henry Lippincott, 
and Calvin De Witt. Colonel O’Reilly will not retire until 
1909. His selection to be surgeon general of the Army is 
a most excellent one. 
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The cadets at West Point were very much delighted 
with the oration delivered on Independence Day by Cadet 
Hugh Johnson of the first class. In it he traced the 
history of the Army from its birth in the organization 
of small squads of Minute Men, drilled for the War of 
the Revolution, to the Mexican War, the Civil War and 
the more recent campaigns in Cuba, the Philippines and 
China, dwelling especially upon the hardships and hero- 
isms of our soldiers in the Philippines. The oration was 
all the more.creditable as it was necessarily prepared in a 
very short time, and did honor to its author’s high ideals 
of the duties and responsibilities of his profession. In 
his peroration Cadet Johnson said: “With consciences 
satisfied with the discharge of duty, no consequences can 
harm you. There is no evil that we cannot either face or 
fly from except the consciousness of duty disregarded. 
The sense of duty pursues us ever. It is omnipresent, 
like the Deity. If we take to ourselves the wings of the 
morning and dwell in the uttermost parts of the seas— 
duty performed or duty violated is still with us for our 
happiness and our misery. If we say, the darkness shall 
cover us, in the darkness as in the light our obligations 
are yet with us. We cannot escape their power nor es- 
cape their presence. They are with us in this life—will 
be with us at its close and in that scene of inconceivable 
solemnity that lies yet further onward we shall find our- 
selves surrounded by the consciousness of duty to pain 
us wherever it has been violated and to comfort wherever 
God has given us power to perform it.”

Major James Parker, of the Cavalry, at present de- 
tailed for service in the Adjutant General’s Department, 
has recently compiled some very interesting statistics 
relative to the insurrection in tne Philippines. Feb. 4, 
1899, the date of the battle of Manila, is taken as the 
time of the beginning of the insurrection, and April 30, 
1902, fixed as the time of its close. Within this period 
there were 2,561 engagements, many of them small skir- 
mishes in which only detachments took part. In no case did 
our troops surrender or retreat leaving their dead and 
wounded in the possession of the enemy, notwithstanding 
in many cases the percentage of loss was high. Up to July 
16, 1902, 4,135 officers and 123,803 men were landed in 
the Philippines, 1,135 officers and 23,000 men having been 
sent there more than once. The average strength during 
the period named was 40,000. The casualties were: 
Killed and died of wounds, 69 officers and 936 enlisted 
men; deaths from disease, 47 officers and 2,535 men; 
deaths from accident, 6 officers and 125 enlisted men; 
drowned, 6 officers and 257 enlisted men; deaths by 
suicide, 10 officers and 72 enlisted men; murdered 1 officer 
and 91 enlisted men. ‘Total deaths, 139 officers and 
4,016 enlisted men; wounded, 190 officers and 2,707 en- 
listed men, a total of 2,897. The percentages were as 
follows: Killed in battle or died of wounds, .0OS; other 
violent deatns, 004; died of disease, .02; wounded, .023; 
total, .055. The proportion of suicides was one to 1,560 
officers and men. The proportion of killed in battle and 
wounded was about one to three, the usual proportion 
being one to five. 





The recently announced arrival of the U.S.S. Mohican 
at Dutch Harbor, Alaska, in desperate straits for lack 
of fuel and provisions, recalls a similar experience which 
befell the Iroquois during the cruise of that vessel 
from Honolulu to the Gilbert Islands, via Samoa. In 
the attempt to make the voyage under sail alone the 
Iroquois lost her reckoning, and for more than three 
months her whereabouts were entirely unknown. When 
the vessel finally appeared, it was at Vort Townsend, 
Wash., instead of on the equator among the islands. of 
the Gilbert group. It appeared, on investigation, that 
during this remarkable experience the ship was unable 
to obtain a sight of the sun for eighty-five consecutive 
days, with the result that her navigator was completely 
befogged as Ao his latitude or longitude, and the ship 
drifted hither and yon, first in one direction and then in 
another, the coal supply of the Lroquois not being suffi- 
cient to encourage the attempt to steam to its destina- 
tion. The weather grew colder and colder, the fuel 
supply grew scantier each day, and the supply of drink- 
ing water, dependent as it was upon steam, began to 
fail, and this, with the diminution of food, made the 
situation decidedly uncomfortable. When at length the 
harbor of Port Townsend was made, the snowflakes 
were flying and the shivering crew of the Iroquois was 
about to abandon all hope of a rescue. Comdr. Joshua 
Bishop, U.S.N. (now retired), was in command of the 
Iroquois during that memorable cruise. 





“The Literature of American History,” published by 
Houghton, Mifflin and Company, Boston, for the American 
Library Association, and edited by J. N. Larned, who 
has won a high reputation for scholarship in American 
history and is a librarian of wide experience, is a valua- 
ble work of reference and a bibliographical guide. The 
work was undertaken at the instance and cost of Mr. 
George Lles, now of New York. Its purpose is to give 
to the public an expert judgment of all books relating 
to American history. tach book named is the subject 
of a brief description and critical note, generally written 
and signed by a special student of the subject to which 
it relates, but sometimes drawn from books or reviews 
of critical authority. Some forty scholars and critics 
of mark took part in its preparation, and it contains 
4,100 titles. It is intended to be neither an exhaustive 


bibliography nor merely a selection of the best books, 
but to embrace books of every character about which 
readers of various classes wish to inform themselves. 


With it as a guide any person who has access to a public 
library may study any period of American history with 
thoroughness. The admirable department of the literature 
of the Civil War was contributed by the late Gen. J. D. 
Cox. The volume should be of the utmost value to every 
student of the history of America as a whole, or to any 
one seeking the materials for a study of any special period 
or locality.

There have been a good many guesses as to what the 
U.S.S. San Francisco, Capt. Asa Walker, U.S.N., com- 
manding, was doing during her recent cruise on the 
West Coast of Africa. One of the most interesting is 
contained in the following extract from the Liberia Re- 
corder, published at Monrovia, May 24: “The Frisco 
is still here, and from the amount of surveying, boring, 
sounding, etc., that the American jacks are about we 
would not be surprised if a coaling station, breakwater 
or something of the kind is the result, the significance of 
which in all probability, would be far reaching in its re- 
sults. The people of this Republic would most undoubt- 
edly hail with delight any effort on the part of the 
American Government, which means a nearer approach 
towards this Government, which is a right which the 
Liberians seem perfectly willing to accede to the United 
States Government. We trust, therefore, as the United 
States Government is enjoying perfect tranquility at 
home she will address herself more earnestly and directly 
towards this Republic whose Government is modelled 
after her own, being an offshoot of hers.”

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In the “Papers of the Military Historical Society of 
Massachusetts,” published for the Society by the Still- 
ings Press of Boston, we have recently received vol- 
ume 11, a volume of especial interest devoted to “Naval 
Actions” and to “Operations Against Cuba and Porto 
Rico, 1593-1815.” In the papers on naval actions the 
following are included, all being papers read at differ- 
ent times before the Society: “The Naval Side of the 
Revolutionary War,” by Capt. Casper F. Goodrich, U. 
S.N.; “The Constitution at Tripoli,” by Prof. Ira N. 
Hollis; “The Battle of Trafalgar,” by Capt. Alfred T. 
Mahan, U.S.N.; “The Fight Between the Constitution 
and the Java,” by Lieut. John C. Soley, U.S.N. The 
Chesapeake and the Shannon,” and “Perry’s Victory 
on Lake Erie,” by Comdr. (now Captain). J. Giles Eat- 
on, U.S.N.; and ‘‘the Last Exploit of Old Ironsides,”— 
the action between the Constitution and the Cyane and 
Levant,—by Captain Eaton. 
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For the seventh consecutive time, the team from the 
University of California at Berkeley has been awarded 
the inter-collegiate rifle contest. The commandant at 
Berkeley, Lieut. H. de H. Waite, U.S.A., retired, is an 
expert rifleman and he has always lent his encouragement 
to the practice of this important branch of military 
training, and, under the tutelage of Armorer John 
Mitchell, who is also an old military rifleman, the uni- 
versity has reached a high grade of markmanship. The 
University of California team made a score of 416 with 
a percentage of 83 while its nearest competitor was the 
North Georgia Agricultural College, which made a score 
of 378 with a percentage of 75.6. The other colleges 
which made a good showing were the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, the Iowa State College and the 
Oregon Agricultural College. The best individual score 
was made by Capt. N. Vanderbilt of the U. C., who made 
forty-four points, with a percentage of 88. 





An interesting decision relative to the civil status 
of the Filipinos has been made by Hon. Andrew D. White, 
United States Ambassador to Germany. One Eduardo 
Fancixo, a native of Manila, applied to Ambassador 
White for a passport. This the Ambassador refused to 
grant, basing his refusal on the ground that Fancixo is 
not a citizen of the United States. He issued a certifi- 
cate, however, setting forth that inasmuch as Fancixo 
is a native of the Philippines and loyal to the United 
States, he is entitled to protection by the diplomatic and 
consular officers of the United States. The principle here 
enunciated is exactly in line with the theory and prac- 
tice of the Government in dealing with our outlying 
possessions. It emphasizes the distinction between the 
inherent rights of citizenship and those voluntarily ex- 
tended to persons who are wards of the nation. Its value 
to the Filipinos is that it guarantees them the amplest 
protection in their intercourse with foreign races.

Before Secretary Root left Washington this week he 
sent to the President the proceedings and findings of the 
court-martial in the case of Major Edwin F. Glenn, 
Sth Inf., and Lieut. Norman E. Cook, Philippine Scouts. 
The court which tried Major Glenn found him guilty 
of administering the “water cure” or of permitting it to 
be done, and sentenced him to a suspension from duty of 
one month and a fine of fifty dollars. The court acquitted 
Lieutenant Cook on a charge of giving orders to kill three 
Filipino prisoners. Secretary Root recommended that the 
sentences be approved. Major Glenn’s services in the 
Philippines have, outside the trouble which brought on 
his court-martial, been of the highest order. 








The board of army officers appointed by the Secretary 
of War to test disappearing gun carriages in conformity 
with the provisions of the fortifications act of this 
year met at the War Department on July 22 and 
organized. The board consists of Cal. Wallace F. 
Randolph, Chief of Artillery; Captain E. H. C. Leutze, 


of the Navy; Majors J. G. D. Knight, of the Engineer 
Corps; Charles Shaler, of the Ordnance Department; 
A. S. Cummings and B. H. Randolph, of the Artillery 
Corps, and Mr. John R. Freeman, a civil engineer of 
Providence, Rhode Island. Later in the week the board 
left for Fort Monroe, where the first tests will be 
made. It will visit five different posts, where disap- 
pearing carriages and barbette carriages are mounted 
and where comparative tests will be made. The posts 
to be visited are Fort Monroe, Virginia; Fort Du Pont, 
Delaware; Fort Wadsworth, New York; Fort Wright, 
New York, and Sandy Hook.

The indefatigable industry of Lieut. Col. Philip Reade, 
25th U.S. Inf., Registrar General of the Society of San- 
tiago de Cuba; is further illustrated by the fact that he 
has prepared a list of over two hundred persons who have 
written on the subject of the Spanish-American War and 
Cuba. ‘These have been sent to the Secretary of the 
Society of the Army of Santiago de Cuba in a letter in 
which Colonel Reade says: “Major Gen. William Rufus 
Shafter, U.S.A., retired, President of the Society of the 
Army of Santiago de Cuba, will not publish his memoirs, 
or add to the one magazine article already published by 
him. He has‘retained copies of every communication re- 
ceived, or sent, by him from the time of his identification 
with Fifth Army Corps to the disintegration of the same, 
or the Army of Invasion of the Province of Santiago, 
including the orders to the brigade, commanded by the 
late Brig. Gen. Guy V. Henry. They would be of value 
to che society.”

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When the 25th U.S. Infantry arrives in the United 
States from the Philippines, it is understood that it will 
be assigned to stations at Forts Niobrara and Reno. 
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The Army has tentatively adopted new Infantry 
Drill Regulations and printed copies were this week 
sent to the various regiments of infantry in this country 
for trial. These regulations materiaily differ from 
those now in use. They were compiled by General 
Ruggles when Adjutant General, but only recently 
have been approved by the Secretary of War. The 
postscript of the new regulations, which is self-explan- 
atory, is ‘as follows: “War Department, Adjutant 
General’s Office, Washington, July 11, 1902, These 
regulations, which are the result of observations and 
suggestions ofthe. past ten_years, are printed as a 
tentative proposition with a view to ascertaining by 
experiment. their value as a modification of existing 
regulations,. and are not to be regarded as absolute. 
Officers into whose hands they will come will instruct 
their commands in their use in daily drills, making close 
observation thereof, until Nov. 1, 1902, when report 
will be made to the Adjutant General of the Army 
through military channels. -By order of the Secretary 
of War. H. C. Corbin, Adjutant General, Major Gen- 
eral, U.S. Army.” It will be remembered that some 
time ago it was recommended that the Marine Corps 
adopt for use the Infantry Drill Regulations of the 
Army, and that objection to this action was made on 
the part of the Marine Corps, and the matter was 
referred to a board of officers which was to meet on 
July 24 at the Navy Department. When the board 
convened on that day it was ascertained that it was 
proposed to change the Army drill regulations, so that 
it was impossible for the board to reach any definite 
conclusion as to the advisability of the Marine Corps 
adopting the Army Infantry Drill Regulations. It 
is probable that the matter will be considered after 
the Army itself comes to some definite conclusion in 
the matter.

Central and South American waters continue to af- 
ford an interesting field of exercise for various ships 
of the United States Navy. The Ranger, Comdr, Wil- 
liam P. Potter commanding, is at Panama to see that 
there is no interference with American interests in 
that neighborhood. The Marietta, Comdr. John A. 
Rtedgers cOnimatidiiig, left La Gtiayra on July 22, for 
the mouth of the Orinoco river, where the blockadé 
instituted by President Castro of Venezuela is _ re- 
ported to have embarrassed American commercial en- 
terprises, while the Machias, Comdr. Henry McCrea 
commanding, has been ordered from Colon to Cape 
Haytien, where several different kinds of trouble are 
imminent because of unsettled political conditions.

Secretary Tichenor, of the Naval Branch of the 
Y.M.C.A., at No. 167 Sands street, Brooklyn, has niade 
a report of the operatidtis of the institution for the month 
of June which tells a convincing story of practical phil- 
anthropy wisely administered. June was the first full 
month which the Naval Branch has spent in its new 
building, and Mr. Tichenor shows that its attractions 
are fully appreciated by those for Whom they are pro- 
vided. The 238 bets available for sailors were all occu- 
pied several nights and the number of lodgers accom- 
modated during the month was 3,508, a nightly average 
of 117. The meals served numbered 5,559, a daily average 
of 185. The laundry is in successful operation, the 
storage room is returning a revenue of $30 per month, 
and upwards of 300 lockers have already been rented. 
The religious services conducted in the institution are 
attracting a steadily increasing attendance, the amuse- 
ments provided for the patrons are immensely popular 
and the whole atmosphere of the place is like that of a 
refined and well-ordered home based upon the principles 
of a genuine brotherhood. So admirable indeed are the 
purpose and influence of the institution that a similar 
establishment in the vicinity of every navy yard would 
be an invaluable force for the advancement of sober, in- 
telligent and self-respecting manhood.

The Board of Construction and Repair of the Navy 
has completed the plans for the battleships Connecticut 
and Louisiana, authorized by the last Naval Appro- 
priation act, and is preparing to issue a circular de- 
scribing their salient features and calling for bids 
on the Louisiana, which is to be built by private con- 
tract. The two ships are to be constructed upon iden- 
tical plans, so that it will be an easy matter to deter- 
mine the relative cost of building in private and 
government yards. The Bureau of Construction and 
Repair has worked out an elaborate system of keep- 
ing accounts on the construction of the Connecticut 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. In this connection it 
has been suggested to Secretary Moody that it will 
be necessary to take into consideration the cost to 
the Government of the naval officers detailed for duty 
in connection with the construction of the Connecticut. 
Besides the actual salaries of these officers it will 
be necessary to add a proportion of the cost to the 
Government in giving them their education and a 
proportion of the sums paid to officers after they are 
on the retired list, estimating on the basis that the 
average officer lives for six years after his retirement.

Secretary Root’s order which appears elsewhere relative 
to the need of diligent study on the part of the large 
number of new lieutenants who have recently entered the . 
Army, should arouse those young officers to the most earn- 
est effort to fit themselves for their professional duties. 
The abandonment of the military schools for commis- 
sioned officers, which followed as a result of the Spanish 
wir arid subsequent events, has been more than compen- 
sated for by the liberality of Congress in providing for the 
enlargement of the Fort Leavenworth school into a gen- 
eral staff and Service college and for the founding of a 
great War College at Washington. These establishments 
will afford ample facilities for every young officer de- 
sirous of a systematic military education. It is officers 
of that class only who are wanted in the Army—officers 
wh6é aré alert, zealous and able to master the technical 
details of their profession. With proper effort on their 
own part the 1,542 new lieutenants who have recently 
entered the Service can speedily fit themselves for the 
enlarging duties of their calling. The Secretary of War 
is amply warranted in expecting their loyal co-operation 
to that end. 
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The War Department has published a long list of 
appointments, promotions, retirements, etc, among 
céitimissiéned officers of the Army between June 15 and 
July 15, all of whiich, liave heretofore appeared in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL during that time. The gen- 
eral officers appointed were as follows: Brig.

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Axst, Naval Constr. John Armistead Spilman, U.S. 
N., has beeti comfiissioned and will speedily receive an 
assignment to duty as assistant to one of the navai 
constructors on duty on the Atlantic coast. He is a 
native of Richmond, Va., where his mother now re- 
sides, and since his graduation from Annapolis has been 
attached to the U.S.S. Wabash while under instruc- 
tion at the Boston School of Technology in preparation 
for the appointment just made. The system of send- 
ing the three best men in each class to England, Ger- 
many or France for the completion of their technical 
studies in Naval Architecture has been abandoned, and 
the experiment of passing through a post graduate 
course at the Boston School of Technology will be 
watched with much interest by the authorities at 
Washington. It is held by those in favor of this method 
that the educational facilities at Boston are fully equal 
to those found out of the country, and the advantage 
over the foreign schools lies in the fact that here the 
actual requirements for our own service can be in- 
spected by the graduate at any time when the ne- 
cessity arises, something impossible abroad.

The Bureau of Navigation has.compiled for the in- 
formation of the Secretary of the Navy some inter- 
esting data making comparisons between the tonnage 
and the number of sea-going officers in the Navy in 
1898 and the number of officers in the Navy at the 
present time. The memoranda show that in 1893 
there were 965 sea-going officers and that the Navy 
had a total tonnage for vessels in the service, under 
construction or authorized for construction, of 244,843. 
That is to say, there was one sea-going officer for 
every two. hundred and fifty-four tons of displace- 
ment. At the present time, July 1, 1892, there are 
1023 sea-going officers in the Navy, but the Navy has 


a total tonnage in vessels, under construction, author- 
ized and completed, of 827,022. This gives one sea- 
going officer to every 806 tons displacement. As these 
figures will show, the Navy during the past nine years, 
has only been increased by fifty-eight sea-going officers, 
while it has undergone an increase in its tloating strength 
of 582,179 tons. In 1893 there were 556 ollicers at sea 
and 409 on shore service. At the present time there are 
720 officers at sea and 303 ashore. 

Colonel Jones, secretary of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, has received a telegram from Colonel Hodgins, 
secretary Dominion Rifle Association, asking for a pdst- 
ponement of one week for the international match. This, 
it is presumed, is owing to the fact that an English and 
two Australian teams are coming back from Bisley 
with the Canadian team to compete in the contest. The 
American long range rifle team has been having very 
discouraging results with the Government ammunition 
at 1,000 yard range in practice for Canadian team. The 
Ordvance Department of the Army has been very obliging 
in the way of loaning their special ammunition and in 
getting them good barrels, but still there seems to be some 
defect at the long range. Up to and including 900 yards 
the results are fine. It is now a question with the team 
members whether or not it is policy to go to Canada, 
knowing that they will be’ defeated, just to prove to our 
Government that we have inferior armament. The team 
feels quite certain that if the match was to be shot at the 
600, 800 and 900 yard ranges it would have nothing to 
fear.

There could be no finer illustration of the manly qual- 
itv of the American soldiers serving in the Philippines 
than the self-sacrificing spirit in which they have faced 
the perils of the cholera epidemic now raging in Ma- 
nila and elsewhere in the islands. Many of our men 
have been siricken with the disease, and in almost 
every instance they have been tenderly nursed. through 
it all by their comrades in arms. Two enlisted men 
of the Hospital Corps, Joseph M. Eisman and Leonard 
B. Stevenson, who recently volunteered to nurse their 
stricken comrades, have died of the pestilenee, while en- 
gaged in that heroic task, and Capt. Joseph P. O'Neil, 
25th U.S. Inf, in an order announcing the fact, 
properly describes their sacrifice as a noble example 
of devotion to duty and humanity. Among the heroes 
of the Philippine campaign there are none more worthy 
of their country’s gratitude than those who give up 
their own lives in caring for their helpless companions. 








The United States Fish Commission’s steamer 
Albatross, Comdr, Chauncey Thomas, was at Honolulu, 
H. L, July 8 about to leave on a three weeks’ 
cruise around the Island of Hawaii. Her cruise is an 
important one from a scientific standpoint, as she ‘is 
to make extensive soundings and do considerable 
dredging work. The Albatross has been having some 
repairs made to her boilers by the Honolulu Iron Works. 
But very little sounding work has been done about 
Hawaii. Some years ago the Albatross did a little bat 
on this voyage she is to make soundings and: do 
dredging work for a distance of about 1000 fathoms 
out from shore all around the island.

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The preparations for the annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Washington in October 
warrant the prediction that the event will be even more 
notable than the last encampment in the capital which 
took place ten years ago.

THE NEW BRIGADIERS. 


The President, on July 22, designated Col. Thomas 
Ward, of the Adjutant General’s Department and Ad- 
jutant General on the staff of General Miles, to be a bri- 
gadier general, vice General Jacob H. Smith, retired. 
General Ward immediately went upon the retired list 
upon his own application and Colonel Joseph P. Sanger, 
of the Inspector General’s Department, was appointed to 
fill the vacancy thus created. The appointment of Col- 
onel Ward will be very favorably received by the Army. 


Throughout the turbulent times at the War Department 
he has never made enemies but has always retained the 
respect of beth the Commanding General and the Sec- 
retary of War. His record in the Army is most excellent. 
He was born at West Point, N. Y., and was a cadet at 
the United States Military Academy from July 1, 1859, to 
June 11, 1863, when he was graduated and subsequently 
received the following appointments and promotions: 
2d Lieutenant, Ist Artillery, June 11, 1863; 1st Lieuten- 
ant, Ist Artillery, July 18, 1864; Captain, 1st Artillery, 
Noy. 1, 1876; Major, Asst. Adjt. General, June 28, 1884; 
Lieutenant Colonel, Aug. 31, 1893; Colonel, Sept. 11, 
1897. He served with his regiment in the Army of the 
Potomac from July to September, 1863, and from April 
to June, 1864, participating in the engagements at ld 
Harbor, Baker’s Mills, Bottom’s Bridge, Yellow Tavern, 
Seminary Church, Charles City Court House and Wilson’s 
raid to Reams’ and Roanoke Station, with constant and 
heavy skirmisnes. He was with his regiment at stations 
principally on the Atlantic coast until his appoint- 
ment as major and assistant adjutant general, since 
which time he has served at various Department 
Headquarters, and on duty in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, Washington, . C., to Sept. 25, 1901; 
Adjutant General, Headquarters of the Army, to present 
date. Brevetted 1st Lieutenant, U.S.A., June 3, 1864, 
“for gallant and meritorious services in the Battle of Cold 
Harbor, Va.,” and captain, U.S.A., March 13, 1865, “for 
gallant meritorious services during the war.” 

Colonel Sanger who has been promoted brigadier general 
vice Ward, retired, is exceedingly well known in the Army. 
His record shows that he is well fitted to the high 
rank to which he has been promoted. He was born in, and 
appointed to the Army from, Michigan. He served as 
2d lieutenant, Ist Michigan Volunteers, from May 1, 1861, 
to Aug. 7, 1861, during which time he was engaged in 
the occupation of Alexandria, Va., in May, 1861, and the 
battle of Bull Run, Va., July 21, 1861. was ap- 
pointed a 2d Lieutenant, Ist U. S. Artillery, August 5, 
1861, and promoted 1st Lieutenant of the same regiment 
Oct. 26, 1861. During the remainder of the Civil War 
he was stationed in the Southern States, and was made 
Acting Inspector General, Department of the South, act- 
ing in that capacity from August, 1863, to April, 1864. 
Was also adjutant of the Artillery School from February, 
1868, to October, 1870, and Recorder of a Board to Re- 
vise the Artillery Tactics, from August, 1868, to No- 
vember, 1870; Professor of Military Science and Tactics 
at Bowdin College from January, 1872, to June, 1875; 
member of Military Commission visiting Japan, China, 
India, Persia, Turkey, France, Germany, Austria, 
Russia and England, July, 1875, to February, 1877; 
aide-de-camp to General Schofield, January, 1884, 
to January, 1888. Appointed Major and_ Inspector 
General Feb. 12, 1889: Lieutenant Colonel and 
Military Secretary to Lieutenant General Schofield, 
April to September, 1895, Appointed Brigadier General 
of Volunteers at the outbreak of the Spanish War, and 
commanding the 3d Division, 1st Corps, 2d Brigade, 1st 
Division, 1st Corps, and the District of Matanzas, Cuba, 
until May, 1899; honorably discharged from the Volun- 
teer Service June 12, 1899, and made Director of the Cu- 
ban and Porto Rican Census, which position he held until 
March, 1901. He sailed for the Philippines in March, 
1901, and since his arrival there has been on duty as Chief 
of Staff to the Division Commander. Brevetted Captain, 
U.S.A., May 28, 1864, “for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vice in action at Bermuda Hundred, Virginia’, and 
Major, U.S.A., March 13, 1865, “for gallant and meri- 
torious services in the battle of Deep Bottom, Virginia, 
August 16, 1864.” 
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THE NEGOTIATIONS AT ROME. 


Notwithstanding the reported failure of the negotia- 
tions between the United States and the Vatican concern- 
ing the Spanish friars in the Philippines, there is reason 
to believe that the undertaking is well on the way toward 
a settlement which shall be both creditable and satisfac- 
tory to all interests. The crucial point in the negotia- 
tions was reached when Governor Taft presented a note 
from Secretary Root asking for definite assurances that 
those of the Spanish friars who have left their parishes 
should not be permitted to return, but that they should 
be withdrawn from the islands and their places filled 
with priests acceptable to the natives. These should be 
secular priests, subject to the local authorities of the 
church, and not members of the monastic orders. In reply 
to this note the Vatican declined to compel the with- 
drawal of the friars, basing its refusal on the contention 
that such action would be a violation of the obligations 
imposed by the Treaty of Paris and therefore offensive to 
Spain. The Vatican agreed, however, that the lands of 
the friars should be purchased by the United States, 
that the friars should not be permitted to return to their 
parishes in cases where their presence was likely to cause 
trouble and that they should be prohibited from engaging 
in political agitation. In addition, the church pledged 
its influence for the pacification of the islands and the 
maintenance of American sovereignty. 

This reply was said at the time to be unsatisfactory to 
the United States, and Governor Taft was instructed to 
notify the Vatican that he should leave Rome on July 24 
and that if negotiations were resumed it must be at Ma- 
nila. In these final instructions from the War Depart- 
ment, Governor Taft was directed to request the church 
authorities to forward to him as soon as practicable full 
and definite information on the following points: First, 
as to the property in the islands which they are willing 
to sell and the facts as to the title thereto; second, of the 
churches, convents and other buildings which they allege 
to have been occupied by American troops and the amount 
claimed as rentals and damages on that account; third, 
as to church properties the title to which remains vested 
in the Spanish crown, and fourth, a statement of the 
various educational and charitable trusts which the 
church authorities consider should be regarded as de- 
volved upon the church rather than upon the State. 

There was an impression when Governor Taft presented 
this final note that the negotiations had been broken off 
and that the mission had ended in failure. This, however, 
is an errer, as appears in Governor Taft’s message under 

.date of July 19 to the War Department. eee ng S to 
that despatch, the Holy See will name an Apostolic Dele- 





ee to resume negotations at Manila, and he will bear 
ll information on the four points indicated by the 
American Government, together with “the most precise 
instructions” regarding his relations with the American 
authorities in the islands. After expressing gratification 
at the frankness, high purpose and deep political wis- 
dom of the American Government, the memorandum from 
the Papal Secretary of State to Governor Taft says in 
conclusion: “The Holy See does not doubt that the mu- 
tual confidence and the combined action of the representa- 
tives of the Holy See and the American Government will 
easily produce a happy solution of the pending questions 
and inaugurate for that noble country a new era of peace 
and true progress.” ; 

In the light of these utterances the attitude of the 
Vatican appears to be distinctly friendly and reasonable. 
It is willing that the objectionable friars shall part with 
their lands on a fair valuation, that they shall be pro- 
hibited from fomenting political agitation and that they 
shall not be allowed to go back to parishes where they 
might provoke trouble. he church authorities, however, 
are reluctant to order the friars out of the islands. It is 
not improbable, however, that the purposes of the Gov- 
ernment may be accomplished with the acquiescence of 
the church but without its positive action. The friars 
against whom complaint is made are nearly all assembled 
in Manila whither they have fled from their angry parish- 
ioners. They cannot return without the protection of 
the United States, and this can only extend to the se- 
curity of their persons. It cannot compel their accep- 
tance as religious teachers. 

The church authorities may presently conclude that 
the places of the absentees shall be given to secular priests 
acceptable to the natives. Then, with the enforced sale 
of their lands and the destruction of their political in- 
fluence, the friars may solve the problem by leaving the 
islands of their own accord. This may be the real desire 
and expectation of the Vatican. If so, the transfer of 
negotiations from Rome to Manila and the delay neces- 
sarily incident thereto would appear to be diplomacy of a 
peculiarly clever sort. mB 

The friars whose methods heve so aroused Filipino 
hostility represent four different orders—the Augustin- 
ians, Dominicans, Ricolletos and Franciscans, and while 
the church cannot be held responsible for them, she has 
undoubtedly suffered because their treatment of the 
native tenants of their lands has been characterized by 
the same criticism of them for alleged abuses which has 
at frequent periods brought reproach upon the monastic 
orders of the Catholic church. The friars in the Philip- 
pines hold upward of 400,000 acres of the best lands 
in the archipelago. These lands are occupied largely 
by poor natives who, until the American occupation, were 
compelled to pay rents that they considered exorbitant, 


‘and tithes, besides being subjected to oppressive taxcs 


levied by officials dominated by the friar influence. Since 
the Americans entered the archipelago the tenants of the 
Spanish friars have enjoyed peace and prosperity. But 
the return of the friars to their parishes would threaten 
widespread disorder and violence. It_is to prevent such 
conditions that the United States Government, acting 
solely in the interest of the Filipino and without even a 
shadow of purpose to interfere in religious affairs, seeks 
to buy the land of the friars and distribute it in small 
allotments among native tenants. To do this and to fol- 
low it up by compelling the friars to withdraw from the 
islands means peace and comfort for the people and 
greatly increased prestige and influence for the church. 
That these objects will be accomplished seems morally 
certain. The oateanh purposes of the American Gov- 
ernment are well understood and frankly recognized at 
the Vatican, and with the approval of the venerable 
Pontiff of Rome they cannot fail.

NEW QUARTERS FOR TROOPS. 


The board of officers, consisting of Major Generals H. 
C. Corbin and S. B. M. Young, Quartermaster General 
Ludington, Lieut. Col. John A. Johnston and Major 
George Ruhlen, of the Quartermaster’s Department, ap- 
pointed several weeks ago to take into consideration mea- 
sures for providing shelter for troops returning from the 
Philippines and from Cuba, has submitted its report to 
the Secretary of War. The report of the board has been 
approved. We last week published some of the allot- 
ments made by the Secretary in conformity with the re- 
commendations of the board. In full the allotments 
recommended by the board and approved by Secretary 
Root are as follows: For the construction of a new post 
for a regiment of cavalry at Chickamauga Park, Ga., 
$500,000. 

A new post for a battalion of infantry at Haines Mis- 
sion, Alaska, $260,000. 

A new post for a regiment of infantry on the military 
reservation at Monterey, Cal., $125,000. 

Three new posts, each to accommodate two companies 
Coast Artillery at Fort Worden and Fort Casey, Wash., 
at the entrance to Puget Sound, and Fort Rosecrans, 
near San Diego, Cal., $120,000 each. 

Provision for a regiment of infantry at the Presidio of 
San Francisco, Cal., $75,000. 

Enlargement of Fort Lincoln, near Bismarck, N. D., 
to accommodate two companies of infantry, $90,000. 

Enlargement of Fort Meade, S. D., to accommodate 
one battalion of infantry, $115,000. 

Barracks, quarters, stables, &c., for two batteries of 
light artillery at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo, $200,000. 

Enlargement of Fort Allen, Vt., to accommodate two 
squadrons of cavalry and two batteries of artillery 
$175,000. 

Quarters at Fort Myer, Va., for the officers of two bat- 
teries of field artillery, provision having already been 
made for the barracks, stables, gun sheds, &c., for those 
batteries, $50,000.

Enlargement of Fort Douglas, Utah, to provide ac- 
commodations for headquarters and two battalions of in-

To begin the reconstruction and improvement of Fort 
Snelling, Minn., to make provision at that post for the ac- 
commodation of a full regiment of infantry and two bat- 
teries of field artillery, $250,000. 

To complete post at Des Moines, Iowa, to acecmo- 
date four troops of cavalry, $240,000. 

To enlarge Fort Lawton, Wash., to accommodate head- 
quarters and one battalion of infantry, $105,000. 

To enlarge Fort Wright, Wash., to accommodate one 
battalion of infantry, $30,000. 

To enlarge Vancouver Barracks, Wash., to accommo- 
date one full regiment of infantry and tww batteries of 
artillery, $140,000. 

To reconstruct Fort Ontario, N.Y., so as to provide 
accommodations for one battalion of infantry at that 
post, $160,000. 

To reconstruct Whipple Barracks, Ariz., to provide 





accommodations at that post for one battalion of in. 
fantry, $120,000. 7 

To enlarge Fort McKinley, Me., to accommodate one 
additional company of coast artillery, $65,000. 

To continue construction of barracks and quarters at 
Fort Riley, Kas., and Fort Leavenworth, Kas., to provide 
for increased garrisons at those posts, and for the officers 
of the schools of instruction to be established there.

_ The object of the California branch is to record, pub- 
lish and disseminate information regarding the Fifth 
Army Corps, its causes, objects, results and doings. A 
motion was made in the business meeting recommending 
that the national legislature make it a misdemeanor to 
make use of the national flag or any pattern or imitation 
of it for a trade-mark or label on goods or merchandise 
or for any purposes of private gain. 

The organization of the California branch was the 
outcome of a circular sent out by Lieut. Col. Philip 
Reade as registrar of the general society, on July 4, sug- 
gesting its formation and asking all interested to send 
their names to Major H. S. Kilbourne at the Presidio. 
all persons residing on the Pacific Coast or in adjoining 
States who are eligible to join the society or who are 
already members are now requested to communicate with 
the secretary and treasurer, Capt. Russell C. Langdon, 
3d U.S. Inf., at the Presidio of San Francisco. 

At the banquet toasts were responded to by General 
Shafter, Colonel Reade, Major Kilbourne, Colonel Grimes 
and Colonel Coolidge. .

NEWS OF THD PHILIPPINES. 


Upward of 100 graduates of West Point serving in the 
Philippines celebrated the centennial anniversary of the 
founding of the United States Military Academy with a 
magnificent banquet at the Army and Navy Club in Ma- 
nila on the evening of June 11. Col. Charles A. Wood- 
ruff was toastmaster. Among the speakers were three 
who were not graduates of the Academy. These were 
Vice-Governor Wright who spoke for “Our Country,” 
Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee who spoke for “The Army,” 
and Rear Admiral Frank Wildes, U.S.N., who responded 
for “The Navy.” The principal address was by Lieut. 
Col. Henry O. S. Heistand who replied eloquently to the 
toast to “West Point.” Capt. James A. Moss read “The 
Howitzer,” a Philippine ediiion of the ‘Vest Point 
annual, full of humorous hits. Lieut. Col. George S. 
Anderson gave some delightful “Senior Reminiscences of 
West Point,” Capt. Herbert A. White was equally happy 
in his “Junior Reminiscences of West Point,” and Capt. 
Eugene O. Fechet replied with great feeling to the toast 
to “Our Alma Mater.” These were the formal toasts, but 
capital speeches were delivered by Brig. Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, Major Millard F. Waltz, Capt. Bertram T. Clayton 
and Capt. Frank De Witt Ramsey, the last of whom paid 
an eloquent tribute to “The Ladies.” Capt. Arthur M. 
Edwards contributed a poem entitled “Our Alma Mater,” 
and Capt. Bertram T. Slayton read a historical sketch 
of the foundation and career of the Military Academy. 
The music, menu and decorations were particularly. rich 
and profuse. The menu and toast card was exceedingly 
beautiful and was designed by Capt. William W. Harts. 
The instrumental music was by the 24th Infantry band. 
and the arrangements for the entire affair were made by 
Col. Charles A. Woodruff, Major Harvey C. Carbaugh 
and Capt. James A. Moss. 

Several bands of ladrones are committing’ numerous 
depredations in Cavite Province, and in spite of vigorous 
efforts to capture them, they are still at large. A force 
of 1,200 native constabulary began an energetic campaign 
against the outlaws on July 17, expecting to surround 
and capture them. The ladrones massed their forces and 
broke through the lines of the constabulary in the night, 
escaping into the mountains. In the fighting incident to 
these operations the constabulary had one man killed and 
one wounded, while fourteen ladrones were killed and 
fifteen were captured. ' 


The designs approved . the War Department for the 
subsidiary coins for the Philippines authorized by Con- 
gress will be made from designs submitted by Senor 
Figueras, a Filipino artist, living in Manila. The new 
coins ranging in value from ten to fifty cents, will be 
stamped with a common design. The obverse side con- 
tains a female figure clad in a flowing robe. Her left 


hand rests lightly upon her bosom, while her right hand 
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grasps a hammer, which is resting upon an anvil. In the 
background is a view of the celebrated Mayon volcano of 
Albay Province, in the Island of Luzon, ‘the most active 
voleano of the archipelago. Above this design is the 
denomination of the coin, while below is the word “Fili- 
pinas.” On the reverse of the coin is the American 
shield bearing the Stars and Stripes with an eagle 
perched above. The words “United States of America” 
and the date of coinage are on this side. Among the 
designs submitted was one by Rear Admiral Henry O. 
Taylor, U.S.N. It sapeeumenrt the head and bust in pro- 
file of a Filipino woman of Spanish type looking toward 
the rising sun, her head covered with a mantle and three 
stars at the top of the design. 

The last organized band of bolomen in the Island of 
Leyte, 290 in all, have surrendered to the American 
authorities and taken the oath of allegiance. 

Unsettled conditions still exist in some parts of the 
Island of Samar, although the military authorities do not 
regard the disturbances as serious. ‘The insurrecto ele- 
ment, formerly commanded by Colonel Abuke, who surren- 
dered some time ago, is organizing a so-called political 
party. They are levying taxes on the traders in the in- 
terior and the hemp farmers without authority. 

Serious tribal dissensions have arisen in the Island of 
Mindanao and several of the friendly dattos have ap- 
pealed for American protection. The Sultan of Bacolod, 
who recently sent an insultingly worded communication 
to the commander of the American expedition to Lake 
Lanao, in which he threatened to begin offensive opera- 
tions in August, has now written a friendly letter to the 
commander of the American forces, in which he disavows 
all desire to fight, and says he will confer with the 
Americans in the future. The general Moro situation 
is regarded as favorable. - 

The War Department has received from Manila the 
following despatch concerning the few American school 
teachers who have been missing from the town of 
Cebu since June 10: “John E. Wells, Providence, R. I., 
und his cousin, Louis A. Thomas, same address; Ernest 
Ileger, Cincinnati; Clyde A. France, Berea, O., missing 
Cebu; murdered by ladrones; bodies recovered. Leader 
murderers killed; eight others captured by the con- 
stabulary.” 

The War Department has received reports which 
show that work on the new Army post at Manila is 
making rapid progress. Congress made an appropria- 
tion of $500,000 for this work at the recent session, 
and 1,800 acres of land on the Pasig River has been 
acquired for the post. The tract is about three miles 
long and one mile wide. Roads have been graded and 
macadamized from the river to the new buildings, and 
work on the latter is being pushed rapidly. The lum- 
ber for these quarters is sent from the Columbia river 
and Puget Sound. It costs about $15 per thousand, 
ind about $10 more for transportation, but the total 
cost is less than if it were purchased in Manila. 
It is said that the white ant, which is so destructive 
‘o most woodwork in the Philippines, does not injure 
the yellow pine of the Pacific Coast. There was appro- 
priated in the Army bill $1,500,000 for other posts in 
the Philippines, and General Chaffee will make reports 
and recommendations to Secretary Root as to their 
location. It is understood that quite a large post is 
to be erected at Iloilo, which is to be the headquarters 
of the southern islands. 

Despatches from the Island of Mindanao state that the 
Sultan of Binadogan has been placed under arrest by 
the military authorities. He agreed to order his hench- 
men to produce the Datto Tongul, but the datto was not 
brought in. The Sultan’s followers, however, captured 
longul’s cousin, who was mortally wounded. They also 
secured a rifle that was stolen from the Americans. Cap- 
tain John J. Pershing, 15th U.S. Cav., is pursuing 
Tongul, who is the leader of the gang which recently at- 
tacked two soldiers. 

General Lukban and Colonel Guevarra, formerly 
commanding the insurgent forces in Samar, are 
assisting Major General Chaffee in organizing a tele- 
graph system for that island.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


William Patterson Butler, formerly ist lieutenant of 
ordnance, U.S.A., and son-in-law of the late Gen. ° 
Rodman, Ord. ~~ and brother-in-law of Lieut. Col. 
John B. Rodman, h U.S. Inf., died at San Francisco, 
Cal., July 13. 

Miss Kathleen Moore, sister of Dr. J. N. Moore, U.S.N., 
died at Asheville, N.C., in the 22d year of her age. 

Dr. Joseph Biddle Wilkinson, who died on July 21, in 
New Orleans, La., at the advanced age of 85, came from a 
family that has been connected with both Services for 
many generations. He was a grandson of Gen. James 
Wilkinson, who was Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
for fourteen years, and a grand-nephew of Clement Bid- 
dle, the Quaker soldier. His own father, also named 
Joseph Biddle Wilkinson, was for some time a purser in 
the Navy, and his wife was a daughter of a chaplain in the 
Army. Nearly sixty years ago Dr. Wilkinson marri 
the daughter of Col. Horatio Stark, of the Army, and 
their children have served in the Confederate, and later 
in the United States military service. His youngest 
son, Ernest Wilkinson, resigned some years ago from the 
Navy; and his only daughter, now unfortunately de- 
ceased, married Thomas Worthington, formerly a naval 
officer, and well known in the naval Service. 

Mrs. E. J. Spaulding, widow of the late Major Edward 
J. Spaulding, 4th Cav., U.S.A., died in Utica, N.Y., on 
July 13, 1902. Many in the Army circles will remember 
the sweet dignity and gracious womanhood of the de- 
ceased. Since the untimely death of her honored husband 
she has traveled extensively, but her home has been made 
with her life-long friends, Mr. and Mrs. O. B. Rudd, of 
Ilion, N.Y. Through a long and painful illness, which 
the watchful care and‘devotion of these friends and the 
highest medical assistance could do little to alleviate, 
no murmur escaped her. Sustained and soothed by an 
unfailing Christian faith, she passed to the great un- 
known. The funeral was held at 33 John street, Ilion, 
N.Y., the home of her friends, Mr. and Mrs. Rudd. Her 
body was laid to rest in the Armory Hill cemetery of that 
place. At her request, her husband’s remains will soon 
be removed from Santa Barbara, and be laid at her side. 
There, in a quiet restful spot, overlooking the beautiful 
Mohawk Valley they await together the last revielle. 

Major Frederick W. Coleman, well known among 
military men, a veteran of the Civil War and a former 
captain in the 15th U.S. Infantry, was resigned in March, 
1874, died at Netherwood, J., July 16, after a 
long illness. Three years ago he took a lease of the Hotel 
Netherwood and conducted the house that year and last 
year. He expected to continue it this year, but ill health 
prevented him, and he and bis family took up their home 
there as guests. Major Coleman was born in New York 
City in 1837. At the age of twenty-one he was civil 
engineer on the enlargement of the Erie Canal. Being in 
Buffalo at the outbreak of the Civil War, he raised a 
company. of volunteers, and later became major of the 
15ist New York Regiment. He was wounded at Cold 
Harbor and at Spottsylvania, and received the brevets 
of captain and major for gallant and meritorious service 
in those battles. He was appointed a 2d lieutenant in 
the Regular Army in February, 1866, and was assigned 
to the 15th Infantry, rising to the rank of captain. He 
was the son of Col. Robert E. Coleman, who achieved 
distinction in the Mexican War. 

Brevet Major General Charles H. Smith, U.S.A., colo- 
nel, retired, died at his home in Washington, D.C., July 
17. He had been in poor health for two years, having 
suffered a stroke of apoplexy some time ago. He was born 
in Hollis, Me., in 1827, and was graduated from Water- 
ville College in 1856. He entered the Volunteer Army 
at the outbreak of the Civil War as captain of the First 
Maine Cavalry. He was in sixty-three battles and en- 
gagements and was three times wounded. He received a 
medal of honor, for distinguished pepestty in the action 
of St. Mary’s Church, June 24, 1864, in remaining upon 
the field, and retaining command of his regiment until 
the close of the fight, although severely wounded, while 
colonel of the First Maine Cavalry. He received four 
brevets for gallant and meritorious services, distitguished 
conduct, and highly distinguished and meritorious ser- 
vices. For the latter he received the brevet of major 
general. He was appointed -olonel in the Regular Army, 
and assigned to the 28th Infantry, July 28, 1866, and was 
transferred to the 19th Infantry in 1869. He was re- 
tired by operation of law, Nov. 1, 1891. General Smith 
leaves a son and a daughter. 

Erastus H. Taylor, a veteran of the Civil War, and for 
thirty-eight years connected with the office of the auditor 
for the War Department, died in Washington, July 19, 
aged 81. He served as Ist lieutenant of the 15th New 
Jersey Volunteers until discharged for disability, and re- 
ceived the brevet of captain for gallantry. 

Gen. W. H. L. Barnes, one of the foremost lawyers 
of San Francisco, died there July 21, of hemorrhage 
of the stomach, complicated by cancer of the throat. 
General Barnes was born at West Point, N.Y., duated 
from Yale, served in the Civil War and at its close went 
to California, and was attorney for years for the Southern 
Pacific, the Wells-Fargo and other big corporations.

RETIREMENT OF GENERAL BROOKE. 
War Department, July 21, 1902. 
The retirement from active service, this date, by oper- 
Brooke, U.S.A., is 
announced, terminat ng a period of over forty years of 
efficient, honorable and distinguished service on the: ac- 
tive list of the Volunteer and Regular Army. 

General Brooke volunteered his service, and was com- 
missioned by the Governor of Pennsylvania in the 4th 
Regiment of Infantry from that State, at once upon the 
eall of the President for volunteers following the attack 
on Fort Sumter. He was subsequently commissioned 
colonel of the 58d Pennsylvania Volunteers, in November, 
1861, and was appointed Brigadier General of Volunteers 
by President Lincoln, May 12, 1864, for distinguished ser- 
vices in the battles of the Wilderness and Spottsylvania 
Court House. He was twice severely wounded In the 
battle of Gettysburg, July 2, 18683, and in the battle of 
Cold Harbor, June 3, 1864, and was brevetted Major Gen- 
eral of Volunteers for gallant and meritorious services 
in the battles of Tolopotomy and Cold Harbor, Va. He 
resigned from the Volunteer service Feb, 1, 1866, and en- 
tered the Regular service with the grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel of Infantry, July 2, 1866; was commissioned 
colonel in 1879, Brigadier neral in 1888 and Major Gen- 
eral in 1897. He was breveted Colonel and Br' ier Gen- 
eral in the United States Army, March 2, 1867, for gal- 
lant and meritorious service in the ee se Gettysburg 
and Spottsylvania Cour ouse, respectively. 

In the po of the war with Spain be was as- 
signed to the command of an Army Corps, and in July, 
1898, sailed in command of the troops embarked for Porto 
Rico, and after the declaration of truce, in A st. 1898, 
was in command of all the troops; from Dec. 1898, to 
Dec. 20, 1899, General Brooke was in command of the 
Division of Cuba and as Mili Governor of the island.

The newly appointed officers should realize that there 
is much to be learned, and that the way to qualify 
themselves for the high and independent command for 
which they should all hope, is by constant intellectual 
exercise and by systematic study of the reasons of mili- 
tary action and the materials and conditions and diffi- 
culties with which military commanders have to deal. 

Careful attention to the instruction of the newly ap- 
pointed officers is enjoined upon all regimental, P, 
battery and company commanders. They should be im- 
pressed with the importance of the faithful performance 
of every duty, however ween it may appear to 
them and with their responsibility for such conduct and 
bearing in all their relations as shall do honor to the

Secretary Root’s order transferring Major Gen. John 
R. Brooke to the retired list of the Army is a felicitous 
and well deserved tribute to an officer whose character 
and record are worthy of the best traditions of American 
soldiery. It was General Brooke’s good fortune to demon- 
strate early in the Civil War the high fitness for command 
which so splendidly distinguished his services in the later 
stages of that conflict, and which was still further mani- 
fest in the war with Spain. His military career is an 
honor to himself and to his country, and it presents an 
example of modesty, manliness, courage and devotion 
which the young officers of the Army may study with 
profit to themselves and the Service. He retires in robust 
health and with prospects of an old age of comfort and 
repose, in Which he will enjoy the unmeasured respect 
and gratitude of his countrymen. 
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THE RETIREMENT OF GENERAL SMITH. 


As predicted in these columns last week, the Presi- 
dent’s order of compulsory retirement for Brig. Gen. 
Jacob H. Smith has been received by the defamers of the 
Army with prompt and delirious rejoicing. The “anti- 
imperialists” interpret it as fully corroborating their 
malevolent charges against the conduct of our troops in 
the Philippines. The demagogs who in Congress re- 
cently branded General Smith as ‘“‘a butcher and a sav- 
age” construe it as a complete justification of their atro- 
cious slanders. Simpering mugwumps raise their hands 
in holy horror and shriek “I told you so.” All of these 
the President’s action has delighted beyond measure. 
But for each person to approve his course there will be a 
thousand to view it with silent regret and mortification 
mingled with resentment. The manner of General Smith’s 
retirement will please no true friend of the Army. It will 
advance no real interest of the Service. Its effect will be 
dispiriting. It will incite the enemies of the Army to re- 
newed attacks upon its purpose and method such as were 
but lately heard in the Sengte. Among the President’s 
sincerest friends and well-wishers, with whom the ARMY 
AND Navy JourNAL claims a place, his action in this 
case is viewed with genuine regret. The Hartford Courant 
for instance, says 

“We notice that a Boston paper is moved to denounce 
General Smith anew as a ‘ruffian’—‘a disgrace to our 
country’—and to complain because his unifornmi has not 
been stripped from his back. The ‘ruffian’ was grounded 
in the elements of ruffianism in a New Haven school. 
He got into the war for the Union before it was a month 
old, stayed in until the last shot was fired, and came out 
with a scar and a brevet as major ‘for gallant conduct 
in the battle of Shiloh.” He has been in other battles 
since—never in one where his conduct was other than 
gallant. For twenty years and more he was on duty 
out on the plains and among the mountains of the West, 
part of the time fighting Indians; a more arduous (we 
might even say a more strenous) life than that of Boston. 
Then came the Spanish war. The ‘ruffian’ stopped an- 
other bullet in front of Santiago, but did not quit the 
field. An incident occurred there, between charges, of 
which the President probably heard at the time or not 
long after, though he may have forgotten it. ‘The regi- 
ment was moved by the left,’ wrote Major Smith in his 
report of July 5, 1898. ‘At this point I gave a little drill 
of manual of arms to steady the men and inspire the re- 
cruits with confidence.’ From Cuba, this impenitent old 
‘ruffian’ went to the Philippines. There he has had, to say 
the least, his full share of the hardest work going, and as 
the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL reminds us, has done in 
Samar in one year what Spain couldn’t do in three cen- 
turies. There may be readers of the Courant who think 
that a single outburst of passionate, fiery indignation— 
over the graves of American soldiers, treacherously set 
upon while off their guard, and slashed and hacked in 
pieces by natives who had professed the utmost friendli- 
ness—should blot out this long record of patriotic and sol- 
dierly service. We are not of that opinion. We will not 
be a party—even by silence—to any such injustice and 
ingratitude.” 

An old officer of the Army writes of our review of the 
Smith case last week as follows: “Your review of the 
case of General Smith is excellent, and I do not think 
that the facts in the case could be stated in better terms. 
There should be a general acquiescence among intelligent 
and fair-minded people in the assertion or conclusion that 
‘the detractors of the Army have been howling for a sac- 
rifice and it has been offered up to them.’ That is the 
whole truth of the matter in a few words. The ‘anti- 
imperialists’ will rejoice and the Army will mourn that 
it is made the victim of this persecution.” 

Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, U.S.A., retired, is quoted 
in an interview published in Cincinnati as saying: 

“The treatment of General Smith by the President is 
not strictly in accordance with military usage. The 
President of the United States is not empowered to add 
to a sentence promulgated by a military court. However, 
the President may rightfully claim, should General Smith 
see fit to refer the matter to any court, that he, as Presi- 
dent, has the right to retire any Army officer he may de- 
sire who has reached the age of sixty-two years. I do 
not know Generali Smith personally, but I know that he 
has a fine Army record. It is not unlikely that remarks 
General Smith let fall without sufficient thought figure too 
prominently in this matter. I recall an instance in my 
own career in the Civil War, when I, on finding that per- 
sons were setting fire wantonly to a town that I had 
captured, on the spur of the moment ordered that any 
person caught in such acts be thrown into the bonfires 
they had themselves created. On sober second thought I, 
of course, avoided such savage modes of punishment, but 
certainly I laid myself open to charges of extreme cruelty 
by my first expression. I recall that there were formal 
orders promulgated during the Civil War that had as 
savage and bloodthirsty flavor as the orders alleged to 








have been given by General Smith.”

PROVIDING NAVAL OFFICERS FOR SEA DUTY. 

The Secretary of the Navy took another step this 
week toward the consummation of his plan of sending 
to sea every officer of the Navy who can possibly be 
spared from duty ashore. It is Mr. Moody’s idea that 
as the work of inspecting ordnance and equipment for 
new vessels cau be performed by naval constructors 
at the various yards, it is wholly unnecessary to 
detail officers of the line for this duty. Objection is 
made to this by Rear Admirals O’Neil and Bradford, 
both of whom made a ‘spirited argument this week 
before the Secretary against the project. It was de- 
cided, however, that a trial should be made at the yard 
of the Bath Iron Works, where Naval Constructor 
Gilmore is on duty. The inspection of the ordnance 
and equipment for the two vessels being built there 
will accordingly be assigned to him, thus relieving for 
other duty two officers of the line. The battleship 
Georgia, the cruiser Cleveland, and the monitor Nevada 
are being built at Bath. 

If the plan works at Bath it will be put in operation 
elsewhere. The Secretary is convinced of its success, 
and he is determined to consolidate duties being per- 
formed ashore by line officers whenever that is possible, 
thus permitting the detachment of some of them for 
serviee at sea. 

The Secretary has received many of the reports 
recently called for showing the duties performed by 
officers ashore. Mr. Moody thoroughly realizes the 
urgent need at this time for officers at sea and has in- 
formed us that unless ue is able to find the necessary 
officers to man the ships in commission he will next year, 
in his report to Congress, request most urgently that 
no additional ships be authorized for construction until 
the number of officers in the various grades is increased. 
The reports received by the Secretary indicate that 
generally speaking only officers could do the work they 
are now performing ashore, and tuat about every officer 
on shore duty has plenty to do. In a few cases, how- 
ever, it is shown by the report that the work being 
done by some of the officers could be performed by 
highly educated civilians. In such cases the Secretary 
intends to make a change, ordering the officers to sea 
and having their duties performed by clerks. It may 
have escaped the Secretary’s attention, but it is never- 
theless a fact, that it will be necessary to pay civilians 
given the work now being performed by naval officers 
much higher salaries than these officers, who are nearly 
invariably of junior rank, receive. 

The reports received by Secretary Moody from the 
bureau chiefs in the Navy Department regarding the 
duties being performed by officers in their respective 
bureaus, are extremely antagonistic to the plan of the 
Secretary, In nearly every case the bureau chiefs 
state most emphatically that it will be to the detriment 
of the publie service to relieve any of the officers now 
assigned to duty im their respective bureaus with the 
idea of having their work done by civilians. The 
reports are of great length. They go into the question 
very fully. When these reports are printed, as they 
will be, they will form a most interesting part of the 
history of the Navy. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation has recom- 
mended in a report to Secretary Moody that midship- 
men, after completing their course, shall be given 
preference in appointments to the Pay Corps of the 
Navy and to the Marine Corps. In view of the great 
need at this time for officers to serve at sea 
Admiral Taylor recommends in his report that the 
yearly appointments to the Marine Corps, the Pay 
Corps, and the Construction Corps, shall be but five. 
If his plan is adopted it is probable that two of this 
nember wil! be assigned to the Construction Corps, 
two to the Pay Corps, and one to the Marine Corps. 
This. year, for the first time since the Spanish War, 
a graduaie of the Naval Academy, Midshipman Ward 
K. Wertman, has been assigned to the Marine Corps. 
It will be an entirely new thing to make appointments 
to the Pay Corps from the graduates of Annapolis, but 
it is believed that such action would materially add to 
the efficiency of the Navy. 

The report of Admiral Taylor on this subject has 
been referred by the Secretary of the Navy to the Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, the Pay- 
master General and the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. It seems to be the feeling of the high officials 
at the Navy Department that officers of the Pay Corps 
should be available for fighting service on board ship 
in time of war. It is argued that if the personnel of 
this corps consisted of men who had been graduated 
from the Naval Academy that they would be well fitted 
in case of emergency to take charge of a gun or other 
duty which it is generally understood falls upon an 
officer of the line. 
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THE SIXTEEN-INCH GUN. 


The question is frequently asked, what is the extreme 
range of the 16-inch rifle? In fact, the first thing which 
suggests itself to the mind of the layman in viewing any 
gun is, “how far will it shoot?” 

How the 16-inch gun compares in point of extreme 
range with the next lower caliber, the 12-inch rifle, 
is a practical inquiry and when answered in favor 
of the 16-inch rifle and in the ratio of twenty-one to 
thirteen miles the thought is naturally suggested, can any 
isolated object, such as a vessel, be hit at either of these 
ranges, and if not, wherein is the necessity for or utility 
of these immense guns? The advocate of the smaller 
caliber rapid-fire guns will be found arrayed against the 
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further manufacture of sea coast rifles of either of the 
before-mentioned calibers but more especially will he be 
found arrayed against the 16-inch caliber rifle. 

Now what we have to do with in the handling of this 
subject is a factor which plays a mighty part in the bal- 
listic problem, a factor denominated “sectional density ;” 
a simple ratio expressed in terms of area of projected 
cross section and weight—weight divided by Pi 
times the square of the radius. For the sake of 
argument let us take the projectiles of all caliber guns 
as true cylinders, the cylinder in length for each and 
every caliber being three and one-half times its diameter 
of cross section. It is perfectly clear then that if 
each cylinder be considered to consist of a cluster 
of rods one inch in area of cross section, wé will 
say, that the larger the caliber of gun the longer will 
be the rod singled out from the cluster which goes to 
make up the entire projectile. But the area of cross 
section of each of these single or separated rods has been 
taken the same for all calibers, that is, one square inch. 
Now what it will be necessary to affirm is this, that 
assuming the same initial or muzzle velocity shall be 
imparted to each projectile of all the calibers, then the 
individual rods of each projectile will Jeave their re- 
spective guns with the same velocity as the cluster of 
rods or the projectile itself. In other words, the single 
rod 56 inches long and one square inch in cross section 
in passing from the bore of the 16-inch rifle with a muz- 
zle or initial velocity of 2,300 foot seconds will travel just 
as far as the cluster of rods which as a whole go to make 
up a projectile 16 inches in diameter and weighing 2,400 
pounds, and the extreme range for either the single rod 
or the cluster of rods in this case will be twenty-one 
miles, when the gun is fired at an angle of elevation 
of 40 degrees. 

But what becomes of the rod of one inch area of cross 
section projected from the 12-inch rifle with the same 
initial or muzzle velocity? Why does not it as well as the 
cluster which makes up the 1,000 pound 12-inch rifle 
projectile also travel twenty-one miles for gun elevation 
of 40 degrees? Simply because it is but 42 inches in 
length. 

Yes, the mere cutting off from the one inch area of 
cross section rod of the 16-inch projectile, 25 per cent. 
of its length cuts its range down from twenty-one to 
thirteen miles. A lesser weight with like velocity ex- 
presses lesser muzzle energy and the rod opposes the same 
area of cross section to air resistance. In other words, 
when the 16-inch projectile starts on its flight with 
2,300 foot seconds velocity its weight for area of cross 
section is much greater proportionately than it is in a 
similar figure of a lesser caliber projectile, say the 12-inch 
But why, it may be asked, should the figures of the pro- 
jectiles neceessarily be similar, why not compensate or re- 
duce the difference in weight by lengthening the smaller 
projectile, making it four or five caliber lengths? This 
cannot be done for one caliber more than for another, 
and the best relation for proper rotation of projectile and 
stability of flight is taken as three and one-half calibers’ 
length for all rifle guns. 

Now it must be seen that if 40 degrees elevation of gun 
be required to project the 16-inch and 12-inch rifle pro- 
jectiles twenty-one and thirteen miles respectively then 
a much lesser elevation will be required to project the 
16-inch projectile thirteen miles than is required for the 
twenty-one mile range. In other words, the curvature 
of its trajectory or path in the air will be much less for 
the thirteen-mile range, than it is when the 12-inch pro- 
jectile is fired. When then we arrive at conditions such 
that a battery containing a 12-inch and a 16-inch gun 
is approachede by a vessel to within, we may say, four 
miles, the range being speculative and not absolutely 
known or observed, the greater flatness of trajectory of 
the 16-inch gun over the 12-inch materially increases 
the chance of hitting for the larger caliber. It must be 
remembered that so far as line shots are concerned all 
rifle guns shoot very straight, there is but small deviation 
laterally and that, even in a high wind, can be reckoned 
for and compensated, but in the longitudinal field or dis- 
tance field, as with the arrow from the bow, the pro- 
jectile falls short or passes over many times the object 
sighted, more especially at the longer ranges. This then 
is where the larger caliber guns assert themselves when 
compared with guns of lesser calibers. 

And more than this, the muzzle energy of the 16-inch 
rifle as compared with that of the 12-inch rifle is as 
88,000 foot tons to 35,000 foot tons respectively, with 
striking energy at long ranges still more in favor of the 
larger caliber, owing to its greater “sectional density” 
and staying property in flight. 

The atmospheric resistance is less effective in operating 
on the rod or metal arrow of a given length than upon 
one having the same area of cross section but of lesser 
length and with consequent lesser weight. 

“Here we have the whole thing in a nutshell.” 

The late Brigadier General Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, 
U.S.A., is quoted as saying that “he wanted at least one 
gun in the defense of New York harbor, which when 
every other gun failed, would pierce any armor or stop 
any ship that might attempt to enter the port.” 

It is now said that when General Flagler expressed 
this view the 12-inch gun had not attained its present 
development of power, nor had he the present knowledge 
of the power of the minor calibers or of even obselete 
ordnance to stand off the modern battleships with all of 
their complex paraphernalia. 

It is admittedly true, however, that of late by adding 


some five or six feet to the length of bore of the 12-inch 
rifle and providing for it a much improved smokeless 
powder its projectiles muzzle veloci 

from 2,300 to 2,800 foot seconds with proportionate in- 
crease of muzzle energy from say 35,000 foot tons to some 
50,000 foot tons or even more. 

But what is there to prevent the same favors for the 
16-inch rifle? Why not accomplish like as 
for the 12-inch rifle and carry its muzzle energy up from 
88,000 foot tons to 100,000 or 120,000 foot tons? 

Further than this, do not let us be deceived too far by 
this muzzle energy accord. Nothing is easief in this 
world than the cutting down of weight of projectile and 
running up its velocity, and this without undue gas 
pressure. It makes a very good showing at the 
muczle—good penetration at the muzzsle— but look 
out for the work at three or four miles range 
when the “sectional density” is lowered by cutting down 
projectile weight from 1,000 to 850 or 800 pounds with 
increment of initial velocity from 2,300 to 3,000 foot 
seconds. 

We have had a lesson in this total disregard of “sec- 
tional density” m the small caliber Navy small arm, 
now discarded in favor of an arm using a proper 
“sectional density” projectile in lieu of one reduced in 
weight beyond all reason to ease off the breech mechan. 
ism. That matter is so well understood now as to need 
no further explanation, Muzzle energies and muzzle 
penetration are not everything. What can be done at a 
good long, but still respectable, fighting range? That is 
the question. , 


NAVAL OPINION, 


The New York BRvening Post says: “Our attention 
has only recently been called to a remarkable nttefante 
by a naval officer which deserves wide publicity. We refer 
to a passage in the annual address of the President of 
the Naval War College at Newport, Capt. Freich E. 
Chadwick. Speaking to the class of officers assembled 
for a course in the higher strategy, this captain of 
Sampson's flagship said “The mission of our country is, 
I hope, one of peace. I disdain the idea that the slaughter 
of war, the mere blood and thunder of our occupation, 
should be a matter of pride either to the man engaged 
in it or to his countrymen’ * When one considers bow 
many intemperate expressions are heard from Army’ and 
Navy officers of their readiness to make might right, and 
their desire to fight with Germany or any other nation, 
such an utterance from an officer of Captain Chadwick's 
standing is refreshing almost beyond words. Particularly 
is it a cause for rejoicing if we contrast it with the bad 
taste, vulgarity, and barbarity of that comrade of Cap- 
tain Chadwick who declared that he would soon make 
Spanish the most popular language in Hell. 

“Still another point in Captain Chadwick’s address 
deserves far greater publicity than it has received. He 
said that Secretary Hay had recently expressed’ to him 
great satisfaction with the way our naval officers have 
been handling the difficult questions of international law 
with which they have lately been charged in Central 
America. Secretary Hay declared that they had made 
no mistakes, and that he, personally, felt under much 
obligation for the manner in which they had conducted 
matters on that coast. This is praise, indeed, coming as 
it does from so distinguished a Secretary of State as 
Mr. Hay, and it seems to us thoroughly merited. Captain 
Chadwick rightly attributes this efficiency in part to the 
greater attention given to the study of the law of nations 
at the War College and elsewhere. The type of the 
blatant officer, who declared in public that, if he had 
commanded the Kearsarge at Cherbourg, Captain Semnies 
would never have got away on an English yacht, no mat- 
ter what the law of the case was, is rapidly disappearing. 
On the other hand, the State Department is entitled to 
a good deal of credit for the new order of things, because 
it treats naval officers consistently and like reasonable 
human beings. Captain Chadwick, as well as the com- 
manders in southern waters, would doubtleas be quick 
to record his vast preference for the ‘sweet reasonableness’ 
of Mr. Hay’s methods of diplomacy over the erratic and 
Jingo character of the rigorous ‘Americanism’ of Blaine 
days, with all its disregard of precedents.” 

We entirely agree with what the Post says of Captain 
Chadwick's annual address, but if the Post will take the 
trouble to inquire of Captain Chadwick it will find that 
in what he said so well he was representing naval senti- 
ment. Will the Post be good enough to refer us to any 
authentic statement by any officer of the Army or Navy 
declaring a readiness to make might right and his de- 
sire to fight with Germany or any other nation? If all 
papers are as persistent in misrerepresenting military sen-. 
timent and perverting military facts to the purposes of 
hostile criticism as the Evening Post, it is not — 
that there should be a large amount of popular 
apprehension of military ideas and military sentiments. 
Within a week the Evening Post has garbled and mis- 
represented a paragraph appearing in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL on’ the case of General Smith in order 
to make its point. It would have been easy to quote what 
we did say, but that would have revealed the injustice 
of the comment. This mis-statemen: of another's 
views, such as the Evening Post constantly indulges in, 
may represent its idea of honest journalism: but it cer- 
tainly does not accord with ours.

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MILITARY ATHLETIC LEAGUE. 


The National Guard Association of New York some 
years ago appointed a special committee, of which the pre- 
sent members are Colonel Luscomb, General Kirby, Major 
Wilson and Chaplain Dunnell, to collect subscriptions, 
arrange for and erect a monument to commemorate the 
services of the late Adjutant General Josiah Porter. 
This committee appealed to the National Guard for sub- 
scriptions, but received a return of less than $4,000, very 
little of which was paid in. The Military Athletic 
League, however, subscribed and paid in to the committee 
$7,500, from the profits of earlier tournaments. 

The committee after examining a number of proposed 
designs awarded the contract to the Gorham Manufact- 
uring Company, Mr. W. Clark Noble, sculptor ; his design 
having been approved by the committee and the National 
Guard Association, to whom the committee reported. A 
contract was made with the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company, and the design accepted prepared in plaster. 
This was submitted to the Municipal Art Commission 
and rejected. Certain changes made by the sculptor in 
the figure so improved the design that it received the 
approval of the commission. Its construction in bronze 
was commenced and the Gorham Company reported to 
the committee that it would be finished in August, 1902. 
The design for the pedestal has been approved by the 
Municipal Art Commission, its construction commenced 
and it is reported that that will be completed in October. 

The committee has been in session, conferring with the 
Adjutant General of the State, and with General Smith, 
commanding the 1st Brigade, and with the Park Commis- 
sioner relative to an apropriate site for this monument in 
Van Cortlandt Park. 

In the meantime this committee has paid to the Gor- 
ham Manufacturing Company, under the contract, the 
sum of $4,000, and now has on deposit with the Wash- 
ington Trust Company of the city of New York, to meet 
the next payment due under the contract, $5,050.31. The 
balance of the subscriptions have not yet been paid to the 
committee by the subscribers. 

It is the desire of the committee to unveil this monu- 
ment some time in November next, at which time they 
earnestly desire to have a representative parade from as 
many of the National Guard organizations as may be 
willing to participate, together with appropriate cere- 
monies to testify to the regard the National Guard and 
all who had been National Guardsmen, felt toward one 
of the best adjutant generals the State of New York has 
ever been honored with. 

The Military Athletic League which contributed, as 
above stated, $7,500 toward the Porter monument, makes 
an annual itemized statement to all the delegates from 
the different organizations composing it, of its entire 
receipts, disbursements and balance. The program pub- 
lished at each annual tournament also states in full 
how much money has been expended and in what manner. 
The entire net profits from the tournaments in each year 
are expended for the benefit and improvement of the 
Army, Navy, National Guard and Naval Militia. State- 
ments of the moneys so paid have been published from 
time to time in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

From the last tournament the battleship Dllinois, upon 
leaving the navy yard, was supplied with a football out- 
fit; cash contributions were sent to the Marine Corps 
and the Brooklyn Navy Yard. A gymnastic outfit was 
sent to Fort Myer, Va., for the use of the Cavalry and 
Artillery stationed there. A jumping chute, 250 by 70 
feet was built by the league adjoining the riding hall at 
Fort Myer, Va.; complete baseball outfit, including suits, 
ete., furnisled to the 4th Battery Field Artillery; a 
complete baseball outfit, suits, ete., furnished te the 
Artillery post at Governors Island, New York; a complete 
baseball outfit to the Artillery posts at Fort Slocum, New 
York, a cash contribution placed to the credit of the Artil- 
lery officer in charge of athletics at that post, to be 
expended for the benefit of the baseball league formed 
among the posts about New York city, and a cup offered 
by the league for the team winning in such league. 
Cash gratuity was paid to the Artillery band from 
Governors Island for its services. Cash contributions 
were made to the following regiments: 8th, 9th, 12th, 
13th, 14th, 22d, 23d, 47th, 69th, 71st N.Y.N.G., and 
the Ist New Jersey, to the 1st and 2d Signal Corps, 
N.YN.G., to the Ist and 2d Batteries, the 3d Battery, to 
Troop C, to the Ist and 2d Battalions of the Naval Mil- 
itia, to the 10th Battalion at Albany and to four sepa- 
rate companies in the State which are members of the 
Military Athletic League. 

A silver punch bowl was presented by the league to 
the 48th Highlanders of Toronto, Canada, in recognition 
of their valuable services which proved so successful a 
feature of the tournament of 1902. 

This gives in full a statement of where the net profits 
of the tournament of 1902 have gone. 

It is also an interesting thing to know that not a single 
one of the National Guard officers who are charged with 
the preparation and giving of the military tournament, 
receive or ever have received any compensation whatever 
for their services in these exhibitions or in the prepara- 
tion therefor. The Military Athletic League is a purely 
benevolent organization, and its entire profits are ex- 
pended in prosecuting the work for which it has been 
organized: the encouragement and development of ath- 
letics in the Army, Navy, National Guard and Naval 
Militia. 

This statement is made in reply to an inquiry we have 
received. 


A TRIBUTE TO WEST POINT. 

Lieut. Col. H. O. S. Heistand, A.A.G., U.S.A., made 
an eloquent address at the banquet of the United States 
Military Academy Centennial Association at Manila, 
P.1., June 11, 1902, in response to the toast ‘*West 
Point.” Colonel Heistand traced the history of the 
Academy and gave an instructive and interesting ac- 
count of the work of the 4,108 men who have gradu- 
ated from the Academy out of the 8,504 admitted 
to it. He showed that of the 1,948 living graduates, 
1,462 are on the active list of the Army, 186 retired, 
besides the 326 who are illustrating the teachings of the 
Academy in civil life. Unfortunately we have only 
room for the following extracts from this admirable 
speech. Colonel Heistand said in part: 

“West Point is the democratic institution of a demo- 
cratic nation. It is within the grasp of its humblest citi- 
zens. Snobbery dies at its doors. ere may have been 
a time when an effort at social distinction obtained, but 
the cadets found means to break down the barriers of 
exclusiveness, and made true worth the only standard 
of measurement. It has been claimed that some of the 





cadet practices resulted in bodily injury. I do not believe 
it. Such stories have emanated in every instance brought 
to my attention from some one who graduated in less than 
four years. If such practices have ever existed, I would 


not utter one word in their defense nor spare one syllable 
of condemnation. But the character of cadet instruction 
of the period with which I am most familiar partook 
of nothing inconsistent with proper military training. 
It established social equality and a merit basis; eliminated 
personal ideas of superiority of birth or station ; and sent 
its graduates to the Army with that sense of subordina- 
tion and respect for authority which are the fundamental 
laws of military efficiency. It is that, and that alone, 
which distinguishes a military force from an armed mob. 

“West Point is the model military school. Not only 
are the excellent military departments of our various 
colleges and universities modelled after it in organization 
and discipline, but it has been copied abroad, and is the 
center of interest of military men all over the world. 
Among the officers of the co-operating armies in China in 
1900, scarcely one was met who was not familiar with 
West Point and its work. To military visitors in the 
United States West Point is the center of attraction, 
and applications are received every year from forei 
governments asking that their sons may have the benefit 
of its instruction. Its name and its fame are world wide. 
But notwithstanding the fame of West Point, its grad- 
uates are not clannish. They do not flock by themselves, 
blind to the achievements of others. They rise from a 
merit basis, and recognize merit wherever it exists. 
Arrogance they spurn. They are heedless of the road 
any officer travels to his commission, holding to but one 
standard—honor and efficiency. Acquire and maintain 
that standard and West Point graduates give the cordial 
hand of greeting and welcome fellowship and the frater- 
nity which binds us all. 

“With all its splendid achievements, however, West 
Point has not escaped malignant attacks. Demagogy, 
jealousy and disappointment have combined and con- 
spired to injure it. But it fears neither the lime-light 
nor the miscroscope. Attack only makes its strength and 
usefulness apparent. Like a torch, the more it is shaken 
the brighter it shines. 

“It was with American troops, under command of West 
Point graduates, on American fields, that the skirmish 
line was developed and s6 successfully employed that 
throughout the world it is now the recognized order of 
battle. It was a West Point graduate who developed 
the use of hasty intrenchments and so demonstrated their 
value on the field of battle that the subject has a promi- 
nent place in the curriculum of all military schools, and 
no army is considered equipped without its supply of 
intrenching tools. In France a couple of years ago I 
heard a French military instructor tell his class that 
General Sheridan had doubled the field of cavalry use- 
fulness by demonstrating the effectiveness of its dis- 
mounted action. The torpedo, that agent of destruction 
which has put fear into the hearts of the navies of the 
world, was developed and brought to its highest state of 
usefulness by a West Point graduate. It was in the 
American Army under command of a West Point grad- 
uate, that visual signalling and mechanical means of bat- 
tlefield communication were brought to such a state of 
perfection as to be a most important factor in every 
engagement of the present day. Phe coast defenses of the 
United States are second to none and superior to many. 
Their location, design, construction and armament are 
the exclusive product of West Point genius. No better 
arms and equipments are carried or worn by any soldiers 
than those of the United States Army. All have been 
evolved and manufactured by a corps composed, with 
three exceptions, of West Point graduates. 

“West Point has never been, perhaps never will be, 
able to supply sufficient officers to fill the vacancies. 
Like all concerns whose product is good, its supply is not 
equal to the demand. The best it can do, and all that is 
expected of it, is to supply models that others may 
imitate. When the Spanish-American War broke out in 
1898, the graduates for the first time were more than 
sixty per cent. of our commissioned force, and the Army 
of Santiago had no peer on earth. Never before was the 
percentage of graduates so large, and such a condition 
will not soon, if ever, exist again. Of the 3,488 officers 
now in the Army, less than forty-two per cent. are 
graduates—nearly all of them young field officers and 
captains. Such a leaven of the best ‘officers in the world. 
with the intelligent young men recently commissioned 
from the Volunteers and the ranks, and the splendid per- 
sonnel of American recruits, leaves no fear for the future 
efficiency of the American Army. After four years of 
war, peace with victory and honor is the Army’s offering 
to the nation. Now as we enter upon our duty in peace, 
remember it is the machine at rest which requires the 
greatest care, that it may be ready for use when the power 
is applied. Bear in mind the road to military distinction 
does not always traverse the battlefield. The graduate 
of West Point has never had a better opportunity than 
now to demonstrate his value and his usefulness to his 
Government, in the perfection of the new Army, by con- 
tinuing himself the matchless soldier of irreproachable 
character, whose influence dominates by its excellence 
wherever it is. Take to heart the Academy’s motto, 
‘Duty, Honor, Country.’ Talk it, act it, live it. Make 
it not only the motto of the Military Academy, but the 
watchword of the Army—an unswerving devotion to 
duty, an untarnished honor, and our country. ‘Our 
country, may it always be right, but our country, right 


or wrong.

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PENNSYLVANIA’S NATIONAL GUARD CAMP. 


What is considered the most successful division en- 
campment ever held by the National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania came to a close on July 19, on the famous battle- 
ground of Gettysburg, Pa., after a week’s duty, in which 
some 10,600 officers and men participated. To add to the 
interest of the camp Troop C, Capt. Frederick H. Foltz, 
and Troop H, Capt. H. G. Trout, both of the 2d U.S. 
Cavalry were present, and also the 4th Battery of Field 
Artillery, Capt. S. M. Foote. These commands partici- 
pated in the drills and ceremonies, and served as a valua- 
ble object lesson for the guardsmen. 

Another command from the Army which also gave val- 
uable object lessons was the detail from the U.S. Army 
Hospital Corps, in command of Capt. F. P. Reynolds, 
Medical Department, U.S.A., assisted by Lieut. J. R. 
Church. The men of the corps went through their work 


with automatic regularity of movement. The drill was 
witnessed by the brigade and regimental surgeons and the 
hospital corps of the several regiments of the division. 
_ Captain Reynolds’ men first gave an exhibition of pitch- 
ing shelter tents. Considerable interest was displayed 
in the exhibition of the work of the corps in the field. 
The men rushed to the assistance of supposed-to-be in- 
jured soldiers, lifted them gently upon the stretchers or 
litters and bore them to the ambulances. In 34 seconds 
from the time an injured soldier was discovered a 
stretcher had been improvised from two rifles and a 
blanket, the soldier carried to a hospital station twenty 
yards away and the blanket and rifles returned to their 
former positions. After this followed an exhibition of 
various methods of carrying the wounded without the use 
of litters. 

Captain Reynolds then gave an exhibition of the meth- 
ods employed in the United States Army of tagging the 
wounded on a battlefield, with a,tag of linen-strengthened 
paper, colored with a strip of blue at the top and red at 
the bottom. These strips are perforated, and upon the 
blue one is, “Transportation required,” which attracts 
the attention of the first ambulances or litter-bearers. 
On the red one is printed, “Not able to endure transpor- 
tation,” and is intended for those who are too seriously 
injured to stand moving. If both strips are torn off the 
tag is left to read, “Able to walk.” On the observe side 
of the tag is written the man’s name and the diagnosis 
of his case over the doctor’s signature; on the reverse 
side is recorded the treatment given. 

The encampment was in command of Major General 
Miller. Each of the four brigade commanders were pres- 
ent in command of their respective brigades. General 
Gobin’s brigade consisted of the 9th Regiment, Colonel 
Dougherty; the 13th, Colonel Watres; 12th, Colonel 
Clement; 8th, Colonel Hoffman, and the 4th, Colonel 
O Neill. 

General Wiley’s brigade was composed of the 16th 
Regiment, Colonel Hulings; the 18th, Colonel Rutledge ; 
the 14th, Colonel Thompson; the 10th, Colonel Barnett, 
and the 5th, Colonel Elder. The 1st brigade, in command 
of General Schall, consisted of the Ist Regiment, Colonel 
Bowman ; 6th, Colonel Coryell; 2d, Colonel Dechert, and 
the 3d, Colonel Price. 

The cavalry on duty were the ist Troop, the Governor’s 
Troop and the Sheridan Troop. this squadron being in 
command of Captain Jones. The battalion of artillery 
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consisted of Gatling Battery C, the Automatic Gun Bat- 
tery A and Field Battery B, in command of Captain 
Warburton. 

Both the Quartermaster and Subsistence Departments 
were most ably conducted, and the discipline of the camp 
was excellent. Great care was taken in policing the 
grounds, and the sanitation was perfect. 

Governor Stone and staff were present in camp all 
week and took great interest in it. On July 18, there 
was a review given to Secretary of War Root, and he 
and other distinguished officers of the Army present were 
given a splendid exhibition. With Secretary Root were 
Major Gen. H. C. Corbin, Gens. Leonard Wood, J. ©. 
Bates, Col. W. F. Randolph, Gen. William H. Carter, 
Major George M. Dunn and Lieut. R. S. Clark, U.S.A. 

Major W. P. Duvall, U.S.A., who attended the camp 
under orders of the War Department, was very enthu- 
siastie over the Pennsylvania soldiers. The major says 
that the guard is a most excellent body of troops and from 
the tenor of his talk it is conside certain that his re- 
port will be a most complimentary one. 

Under the system of camp instruction of Pennsylvania, 
the officers and men are left wholly to their own resources, 
there being no permanent fixtures at a camp ground, 
which is changed each year. The camp orders are also 
regulated so as to have a division camp one year, a 
brigade camp another, and a regimental camp the third 
year. The system of Bennsylvania, on the = im is the 
most thorough of any State in the Union. Captain 
Weaver, a well known correspondent, and formerly an 
officer of the Guard, speaking of the ease with which the 
troops were moved, says: “The movement of these 
),200 soldiers from their homes to the camp and their re- 
turn to their home stations was a proof of the ability 
of the division quartermaster and the subordinates of his 
department. 

“About 180 passenger coaches were required to carry 
the men, necessitating the employment of thirty loco- 
motives. In addition there were long trains of freight 
cars transporting the horses and the camp equipage, 
vhich for such a number of soldiers is of vast bulk. Not 
. hitch occurred in the arrangements. Twenty-four hours 
sufficed to bring them to Gettysburg and less than that 
time to send them home. 

“The 16th and 18th Infantry passed in review at 4 
I’.M. before the Secretary of War and distinguished 
officers of the Army. One and three-quarter hours later 
both regiments were entraining for home. They had 
marched from the parade to their camps, had struck. 
rolled and packed their canvas, had hauled and loaded 
their equipage and had themselves been loaded on the 
cars. Only men trained in such work could have accom- 
lished such a feat. 

“Before the evening came the troops had all departed 
excepting a few left to take care of the canvas which was 
too wet to pack from the morning showers.”

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IMPORTANT RIFLE COMPETITIONS. 


We are glad to note that the Army and department 
rifle competitions so popular and beneficial previous to 
the Spanish-American War are now to be resumed, and 
those for 1902 will commence in a few days. The Army 
competition takes place at Fort Sheridan, Ill., in August, 
under the direction of General Bates, commanding the 
Department of the Lakes. We shall await with interest 
the results of these competitions, as exhibiting the present 
efficiency of the Army in markmanship as compared with 
that of a few years ago. Another move that will prove 
of the greatest benefit to markmanship in the Army and 
in the National Guard is the coming meeting of rifle 
teams from the Regular and State forces at the annual 
rifle competitions at Sea Girt, N.J. These competitions 
should be encouraged in every way, and their value cannot 
he overestimated. 

It has been decided that the winning teams of the 
\rmy department competitions shall be sent to compete at 
the National Rifle Association matches at the splendid 
rifle range at Sea Girt. One infantry and cavalry team 
will be sent from the Department of the East, and pos- 
sibly an artillery team. A team from the Engineer Corps 
may also possibly compete. The U.S. Marine Corps has 
formed a team, and in addition to those mentioned there 
will be teams from Maine, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Rthode Island, New_York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Ohio and Illinois. There will also be two new 
matches this year, one for a trophy to be shot for by teams 
of cadets from West Point and Annapolis, and the other 
a team contest for the inter-club championship of the 
United States. ‘his latter contest will start simultane- 
ously on the home ranges of the different clubs competing 
at the same hour as started at Sea Girt. The targets for 
this match will be marked and sent out by Secretary 
Jones, of the National Rifle Association, and returned to 
him after being shot on. 

The meeting at Sea Girt this year will be the greatest 
meeting ever held there, and it is hoped that President 
Roosevelt and other prominent persons will attend the 
meeting and encourage the important work by their pres- 
ence. 

The range at Sea Girt is fitted up with every conve- 
nience, and occupies an immense area, and is most beauti- 
fully situated. 
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THE MISSION TO ROME. 

Judge Taft, who has been conducting negotiations with 
the Vatican for the withdrawal of the Spanish friars from 
the archipelago, had a farewell audience with the Pope 
on July 21, accompanied by his associates, Major Porter 
and Captain Strother, of the Army, and by Bishop 
O’Gorman and Judge Smith. They were received at the 
Great Door of the Vatican by the Swiss Guards, who, 
with Mgr. Bisleti, the Master of Ceremonies, and other 
dignitaries of the Papal Court, escorted them to the en- 
trance to the Pontifical apartments, where they were 
received by the Noble Guards and gendarmes with the 
customary honors. They were then ushered into the 
private library where the Pope received them with the 
utmost cordiality. He expressed the highest gratification 
with the results ebtained through the negotiations which, 
he said, served as a starting point to a complete and satis- 
factory solution of all questions under consideration. 
He signified regret that reports had been published in 
Europe and America that the negotiations had failed 
and declared his earnest appreciation of the manner in 
which the United States treated matters concerning 
church interests. He stated that an Apostolic Delegate 
would be sent to Manila to resume negotiations, and 
added: “I will see that orders be given to him as to his 
work, over which I will watch personally.” 

In token of his satisfaction with the success of the 
negotiations, the Pope presented each member of Governor 
Taft’s party with a personal gift inclosed in a magnificent 
moroeco case adorned with the papal arms, Governor 








Taft got a gold quill of exquisite workmanship with 
Pope Leo’s coat of arms. To Bishop O’Gorman was 
presented a pectoral cross set with rubies and amethysts 
and having a cameo bearing the figure of the Virgin 
surounded with pearls. Major Porter, — trother 
and Judge Smith each received a gold jubilee medal. To 
Mrs. ‘aft was given an enamel reproduction of the an- 
cient painting of Saint Ursula surrounded by virgins. 
The audience lasted forty minutes. Later in the day the 
American delegates left Rome for Naples. In reply to an 
inquiry the Government has advised Governor Taft that 
if these gifts are not of considerable intrinsic value, 
and are personal in character, they may be accepted as 
mere souvenirs. On the other hand, if the gifts are of 
exceptional value, then they may be deposited in the 
Smithsonian Institution.

THE CAPTURE OF MANILA. 


With reference to the controversy between Admiral 
George Dewey, U.S.N., and Brig. Gen. Thomas M. 
Anderson, U.S.A., retired, as to the conditions attending 
the capture of Manila, Mr. Oscar King Davis, a corres- 
pondent of the New York Sun who went to Manila 
on the U.S.S. Charleston, has published the following 
statement in the Sun, which the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL republishes at the request of Admiral Dewey. 


To the Editor of the Sun—Sir: Gen. Thomas M. Ander- 
son, who commanded the first expedition of troops sent 
to Manila Bay after Dewey's victory over Montojo's 
Squadron there, has called in question the Admiral's 
statement that the surrender of the city of Manila was 
made to him on Aug. 13, 1898, according to an arrange- 
ment which had been effected between Dewey and Gen- 
eral Jaudenas, who succeeded to the Spanisn command 
after Captain General Augustin was relieved. General 
Anderson declares that the attack of the army on 
Manila on Aug. 13, which he commanded in person, and 
the tactical order which he drew up in compliance 
with tne directions of Generai Merritt, who was then in 
command of our land forces in the Philippines, was a 
real and genuine affair, made in, anticipation of bona fide 
resistance, 

“in the attack and preceding skirmishes,”’ says General 
Anderson, ‘we lost lz killed and wounded. if the city 
was surrendered as a result of a definite understanding, 
how definite was it? Was it that American soldiers were 
to be sacrificed for the honor of Spain.” 

General Anderson admits that no doubt the Admiral 
and General Merritt both thought they had made an 
agreement with the Spanish authorities by which the 
city could be taken without bloodshed, but as to 
both the Admiral and the commanding general must 
have been misinformed. 

Admiral Dewey revealed no secret and published no 
news when he told the Senate Committee about this 
arrangement for the surrender of Manila, General Ander- 
son to the contrary notwithstanding. Cable despatches 
sent to the Sun and to other newspapers from Cavite 
some time before the surrender of Manila announced that 
negotiations were going on. Despatches printed in the 
Sun of Aug. 2, 189% declared that there was every pros- 
pect that the negotiations would be successful. he full 
accounts of the condition of the city, sent by mail, gave 
particulars of the negotiations and declared then that 
the attack had been a burlesque. Nevertheless, General 
Merritt issued a general order congratulating the Army 
on the capture by assault of the city of Manila and its 
defences. The issuance of this order is a sore subject 
to-day with most of the Army officers who were present 
on the occasion so celebrated, 

The fact is that Admiral Dewey had believed from the 
start that Manila could be taken without the loss of a 
man in action, and, he was much disturbed by the 
needless sacrifice of our soldiers in the attack and pre- 
liminary skirmishes. It was perfectly apparent to every 
American in Manila Bay in the summer of ‘98 that the 
city would be compelled to surrender whenever Dewey 
said the word. He had the guns to force the surrender 
or destroy the place. The Spaniards knew it as well as 
we did. I[t was also apparent that if the Spaniards chose 
to resist, the Army, without Dewey's help, could not 
reduce the city in weeks. It was not equipped with light 
artillery, and, unless they chose to consider Aguinaldo's 
men as allies, they were outnumbered by the rison. 
The Spaniards were occupying a walled town. ey had 
Mauser rifles, fairly good artillery, and limitless ammu- 
nition. Most of our men were armed with Springfield 
rifles. Dewey's help was absolutely necessary, and every- 
body knew it. On the other hand the only help Dewey 
needed was in garrisoning the city after the surrender. 

During the progress of the negotiations the ere 
continually urged upon Dewey the necessity of having 
the American soldiers advance with utmost rapidity when 
the time came, in order to keep out the insurgents, 
whom both sides agreed to prevent from entering the 
city. Dewey submitted a colored drawing of the 
he would hoist in his signal demanding the surrender. 
The Spaniards returned a map showing where the white 
flag would be raised. There was to be a bombardment, 
that is true. The character of it is shown by the fact 
that the Raleigh went into action firing, by order, at 
7,000 yards, although her gunners knew 4he range 
was not a third that. When they found the range the 
firing was stopped. 

Probably General Anderson did not know all this. Gen- 
eral Merritt did, but apparently placed no faith in it. 
Spaniards who were in position to know declared after- 
ward that if our men had advanced as rapidly as was 
desired they would have suffered no loss. But they went 
slowly. The Filipinos undertook to get in. The Span- 
iards resisted, and we became involved in the fight. 

General Anderson says it ‘seems harsh to call Aguin- 
aldo a pillager and a looter.” Perhaps he has forgotten 
the Filipino’s demand on him for “a share in the booty 


of war.

In view of the fact that all we have published of Gen- 
eral Anderson’s letter on the capture of Manila was 
merely the extracts contained in the press despatches, 
some additional extracts from the full text lend added 
interest to the controversy. We understand that General 
Anderson’s sole desire is that the facts shall be fairly 


stated. He seeks no quarrel with Admiral Dewey, for 
whom, personally, he has the sincerest admiration, but 
believes him to have been deceived. Of the Belgian 
Consul, Mr. Andre, who served as intermediary between 
the American and the Spanish commanders, General 
Anderson says: 

His method was to go to the govereer general and get 
a statement, which he wrote down in a memorandum 
book; then he would go to General Merritt and Admiral 
(Dewey and get a statement from them, which he would 
carry back to the governor general. After the surrender 
Andre translated to me the notes in his memorandum 
book, for they were written in Spanish. The substance 
of the agreement seemed to be that if the fleet did not 
throw shells into the walled city, or the Spanish part of 
Manila, the Spanish artillery would not open fire on the 
fleet. There was no agreement, as the memorandum was 
read to me, that our land forces would not be fired on. 
On the contrary, there was a statement that the honor 
of Spain required that there should be resistance, and 
that, under the Spanish army code, their officers sur- 
rendering without resistance or giving a parole would 
subject themselves to trial by court-martial. 

As all the American correspondents but one, a Mr. 
Sheridan, were on the fleet, their information as to 
what was doing on shore was all second hand. The al- 
legation of Mr. Davis that the Spanish had to fire on 
the Americans because the Filipinos had entered the 
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city with them is denied by General Anderson, who states 
that a iment of North Dakota troops was detailed to 
keep the Filipinos back, and did so until the city was 
taken.

ADMIRAL BRADFORD’S RELATIVE RANK. 

The principles which actuated Rear Admiral Brad- 
ford in his claim to seniority over Rear Admiral Taylor 
are shown by a statement of the case, June 3, 1899. 
Rear Admiral Bradford requested the Secretary of 
the Navy to designate the rank and precedence of the 
various chiefs of bureaus, all of whom had, in accor- 
dance with the so-called personnel bill, been recom- 
missioned with the rank of Rear Admiral. 

The Department decided that the order of precedence 
of chiefs of bureaus should be in accordance with the 
respective dates of their first commissions as such. 
Admiral Bradford asked for a re-consideration of this 
decision on the ground that the act created a new rank 
and that certain regulations and statutes provided for 
precedence of officers of different grades when com- 
missioned the same day. The Department, however, 
adhered to its former decision; all Burean Chiefs were 
notified, and the decision strictly followed. On March 
13, 1900, General Order No. 544 established the General 
Board, to be composed of certain officers; the order 
provided that the Admiral of the Navy should preside, 
and in his absence the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation was to exercise the functions of the President 
of the Board. Rear Admiral Bradford was not an 
original member of the General Board, but ordered 
as such July 20, 1901. Im accordance with the 
decision already referred to, he was junior to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 

On the 26th of February, 1902, both Admiral Dewey 
and Rear Admiral Crowninshield, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, were absent from the General 
Board. Rear Admiral Taylor, a member, claimed the 
right to preside on the ground that his commission 
as a Rear Admiral , dated Feb. , 1901, — 
to the new commission issued to Rear Admiral Bradford 
on the occasion of his re-appointment as chief of 
bureau. Rear Admiral Bradford proposed that this 
question should be referred verbally to the Secretary 
ot the Navy at once. This wes done and the Secretary 
decided in fayor of Rear Admiral Bradford, who 
presided. 

When the General Board met in May, 1902, Rear 
Admiral Taylor had, in the mean time, been appointed 
Chief of Bureau of Navigation, and _ claimed 
precedence over Rear Admiral Bradford on the ground 
that the General Order creating the board stated 
that in the absence of the admiral the Chief of Bureau 
of Navigation would preside, and, therefore, it fol- 
lowed he must be next in rank. Decision was ren- 
dered by the admiral in his favor. Rear Admiral 
Bradford took exception to this ruling on the und 
that by the decision of the Department he took pre- 
cedence of Rear Admiral ‘Taylor, and that officers on 
boards took rank and pr ence in accordance with 
the established usage on courts-martial. It is obvious 
that the ruling of the admiral might lead in his absence 
to the presence of an officer declared to be senior, while 
the board was ‘presided over by a junior. The decision 
of the Department reverses the former decision as to 
the rank of Chiefs of Bureaus, and hereafter they 
must take rank in accordance with the date of their 
commissions, which is a well established principle 
and eminently sound.

In compliance with urgent requests received by Secre- 
tary Moody, that the old Hartford be assigned to tem- 
porary duty at Salem and Beverly during the coming 
celebration of “Old Home Week,” that vessel has been 
ordered to lie off those Massachusetts towns. Salem and 
Beverly are directly opposite each other, and the pres- 
ence of one ship will satisfy both towns. The Hart- 
ford will, however, be at Salem. 


An official trial of the monitor Arkansas, built by the 
Newport News Shipbuilding Company, has been set for 
Aug. 6. A preliminary trial of the vessel by her builders 
has already been held with great success. 

The Secretary of the Navy has received a message 
dated Panama, June 28, from the late Capt. William 
W. Reisinger, U.S.N., then commanding the U.S.S. Phila- 
delphia, announcing the arrival at that port on June 
26 of the U.S.S. Ran nger, Comdr. William P. Potter, 
U.S.N., commanding. aptain Reisinger stated that the 
situation in the neighborhood of Panama had become 
additionally interesting because of the reappearance in 
those waters of two vessels, the Padilla and the Darien, be- 
longing to the revolutionary forces. He added that a fight 
had taken place between the Padilla and the Chucuito, a 
Government gunboat, on June 26, in which the Chucuito 
was defeated. Capt. Reisinger also stated that he had 
asked the U.S. Consul General at Panama whether the 
withdrawal of the Philadelphia would imperil American 
interests and that the Consul General had assured him 
that the U.S.S. Ranger could insure all needful protection. 
Before his departure Captain Reisinger presented his 
successor, Commander Potter, to the Governor of Pan- 
ama, who said that the presence of the Philadelphia in 
those waters had been a source of great satisfaction 
to him. Commander Potter, of the Ranger, cabled to the 
Navy Department from Panama under date of July 20 as 
follows: “Slight engagement has taken place between 
Government and insurgent vessels in Panama Bay. No 
damage. I have notified the insurgent vessels that bom- 
bardment of city or anchorage cannot be permitted.” 

A record of 20% statute miles in 55 minutes is credited 
to the steam yacht Vamoose of New York in a trial against 
the steamer Monmouth of the New Jersey Central Rail- 
road on July 19 in a run from upper New York Bay to 
the Atlantic Highlands. The latter vessel was somewhat 
handicapped by the greater draft, and had to slacken her 
speed on entering Sandy Hook Bay. The Arrow, how- 
ever, is much the faster boat and was built to make 
40 miles. 

Two mishaps to torpedo boats en route to Newport, 
R.I., are reported. The Biddle, of the flotilla which, 
under command of Lieut. L. H. Chandler, sailed from 
the Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., July 14, for Newport, 
R.L., via New York, ran aground near the Rip Raps as 
she was passing out Hampton Roads and remained in a 
helpless condition until floated July 16 by the Government 
tug Mohawk. The Biddle, apparently uninjured, then 
proceeded on her course. The Bagley met with an acc i- 
dent after the start from the Norfolk Yard, but was 
not seriously injured. 

The monitor Terror was placed in dry dock at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, July 22, to ascertain the extent of 
damage sustained by the vessel in grounding on Tay- 
lor’s Island, in Chesapeake Bay, July 2%.

The following executive order, superseding the execu- 
tive order of Jan. 16, 1901, which was promulgated in G. 
O. No. 21, and again, as an amendment to the Navy Reg- 
ulations, in General Order No. 52, is published for the 
information and guidance of the service: 

Washington, July: 10, 1902. 

No enlisted person in the naval service of the United 
States shall be discharged therefrom prior to the com- 
pletion of his term of enlistment except for one of the 
following causes: undesirability, inaptitude, physical or 
mental disability or unfitness. 

In every case the recommendation for such discharge 
must be made by the commanding officer of the vessel 
on which the man may be serving. 

Applications for discharges which reach the Depart- 
ment in any way except through the commanding offi- 
cers of the vessels shall be, without exception, disre- 
zarded.

Teams of five men each, from each company, bet a | or 
division of naval militia of Georgia, were mobilized 
upon the rifle range near Macon for a six days’ tour of 
instruction in rifle practice.

In addition to instruction in rifle practice, guard 
was mounted each day, and a provisional regiment formed 
for evening parade. Four matches were shot during the 
encampment. The company match in class A, from 
which sharpshooters and marksmen were barred, was 
won by Troop B, ist Cavalry, G.S.T. (Liberty County), 
by virtue of tne handicap allowed the carbine. The regi- 
mental match, same class, was won by the 2d Infantry 
(Macon). The company match, class B, “free for all,” 
was won by Co. E, 4th Infantry (Albany Guards), and 
the regimental match, same class, by the Ist Infantry 
(Savannah). The best score of the encampment was 
made by Private R. J. Travis, of Co. K, 1st Infantry 
(Savannah). 

A despatch from Springfield, Lll., states that on July 
22 about 300 members of the 3d Brigade, Illinois National 
Guard, in camp at Camp Lincoln, went to Springfield 
and raided the tenderloin district, becoming so riotous 
that the police sent to Camp Lincoln for aid.

In a very short time nearly 80,000 British Reservists, 
Militia, Yeomanry and Volunteers will return from South 
Africa to England and be demobilized. The dismissal 
to civil life of this large number of able-bodied men 
presents a@ very serious problem as to their future em- 
ployment. 

ty an Imperial order the Turkish protected cruisers 
which are in hand at Elswick and at Messrs. Cramp’s 
yard, Philadelphia, have received respectively the names 
of Abdul Hamid and Abdul Medjid. The two cruisers 
are of 3,250 tons, 330 feet long with 42 feet beam and 
i6 feet draught. They will be protected by a steel deck 
with a maximum thickness of three inches; the armament 
will comprise two 6-inch, eight 4.7-inch and six 1.8-inch 
quickfirers, with six machine guns. ‘ Engines of 12,000 
horse power, supplied by Niclausse boilers, are to give 
1 speed of 22 knots. The coal capacity will be 600 tons. 

Some French naval experts are reported to have evolved 
a process whereby petroleum is made semi-solid, mixed 
with coal-dust, and pressed into briquettes. It is claimed 
that a splendid fuel is thus produced, and among its ad- 
vantages are economy and the absence of dust or ashes. 
One brick, it is said, generates the heat of four times 
its weight of anthracite coal. 

A German journalist has unearthed a quaintly worded 
document, in which the regular beating of tattoo is prob- 
ably for the first time ordered. ‘The date of the order 
is May 1, 1662, and the issuer the great Prince Elector 
Frederick William. In view of a tumult which arose 
between certain mill hands and soldiers, it is ordered that 
all tavern and beer-house keepers, so soon as the tattoo 
is beaten on the drums, serve out no more beer, nor allow 
any visitors to remain longer in their houses or cellars. 
Further, any one who in the evening or night time is 
obliged to go out of uoors is to answer the challenge of 
the sentries modestly and respectfully, under penalty of 
severe punishment. 

In drill, discipline and uniform the army of Morocco, 
the Army and Navy Gazette says, will compare favorably 
with most European armies, and sufficient credit has 
not been given to Kaid McLean for the reforms he has 
instituted in the Moorish forces. All these reforms have 
been modelled largely upon the British, even to the red 
coats which some Moorish regiments wear. The prin- 
ciple of universal service has long been the rule in Mo- 
rocco, but no more than one son is taken from each 
family, and exemptions may be purchased. Recruits — 
young, and service lasts so long as men are fit. he 
armament of infantry is still very varied, and of more or 
less ancient types, but the magazine rifle will shortly 
be generally adopted. The same may be said of artillery. 
Specimens of all the best manufacturers are represented, 
and there is a fine battery of Krupp guns at the citadel 





of Tangier. The Moorish cavalry, once the principal 
arm, and mostly of the irregular kind, still exists, but 
there is a regular cavalry numbering some 2,000, well 
mounted and well armed. It is believed that the to 
peace footing is 15,000 men, but on mobilization 40, 
can be put in the field. 

The program of the important French siege maneuvers 
and exercises which are to be carried out in the camp of 
Chalons from Aug. 4 to 24 shows that the general idea 
is the attack of a strong front of a modern fortress. The 
prologue of a close investment will be assumed to have 
been completed, and the curtain will rise upon the attack- 
ing force already established in lines of investment, and 
proceeding to organize advanced posts, and to trace and 
construct siege batteries. By Aug. 12 all these arrange- 
ments will have been completed. The batteries will be 
armed in the night between the 12th and 13th, and on 
the 13th fire will be opened from them with live shell. 
The 14th will be spent in verifying the results of the 
bombardment of the previous day, and the 15th will be 
a general holiday. From Aug. 16 to 18, the siege works 
will be pushed forward ; the batteries being moved to more 
advanced positions. On the 19th the bombardment will 
be re-commenced and continued during that and the fol- 
lowing day, and on the evening of the 20th the final 
grand assault will be delivered. The siege corps will 
comprise six battalions of infantry, and two divisions, 
each of three batteries, of 7.5 centimeter guns; a complete 
artillery siege park of three divisions of siege batteries 
and a battery of mortars; a complete engineer siege park ; 
a company of railway engineers, and three balloon sec- 
tions. 
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PROGRESS ON NAVAL VESSELS. 


In the official statement of the degree of completion 
of vessels under construction for the U.S. Navy, July 1, 
the greatest progress made on any one vessel was on the 
armored cruiser Colorado, being constructed by the 
Cramps. She has advanced five per cent. in completion 
between June 1 and July 1. The average advance on 
other vessels where advance has been made, has been from 
two to four per cent. Commencing with the battleships, 
we find that the Maine, Missouri, Ohio, Georgia and 
New Jersey, have advanced one per cent., and the Rhode 
Island and Virginia two per cent. The keel of the Ne- 
braska not having been laid a month yet, no advance 
could be reported on her. Of the armored cruisers, the 
California has advanced one per cent., the West Virginia 
and the Maryland three per cent., the Pennsylvania, four 
per cent., and the Colorado, five per cent. No advance 
has been made on the South Dakota. 

The record as to the protected cruisers shows that an 
advance of one per cent. has m made on the 
Moines, Chattanooga, Galveston and Cleveland, two per 
cent. advance has been made on the Denver, three on the 
Tacoma, and four on the Charleston. No advance was 
made on the St. Louis and Milwaukee. 

On the monitors Arkansas and Florida an advance of 
one per cent. has been made, and three per cent. on the 
Wyoming. No advance was made on the Nevada, which 
is 93 per cent., toward completion. 

On the torpedo boat destroyers, the Hopkins has been 
advanced one per cent., the Truxtun and Worden, two; 
the Hull, Paul Jones and Whipple, three, and on the re- 
maining seven no advance was made, githough they are 
well on toward completion. Five of them are as high as 
99 per cent. towards completion, and the remaining two 12 
and 98 per cent. m 

No progress was made on any of the seven torpedo 
boats, although like the torpedo boat destroyers, they are 
well up toward completion. The submarine torpedo 
boat Pike, which is 74 per cent. toward completion, 
advanced two per cent. during June, but no advance was 
made on the remaining six, which are from 74 to 99 per 
cent. finished. 








THE MILITARY AUTOMOBILE. 


In an article on “Automobiles from a Military Point of 
View,” by Captain Drouhet, an officer on the staff of the 
Italian army, and also an electrical engineer, contributed 
recently to the “Proceedings of the Italian Electro- 
Technical Association,” the suitability of the various 
classes of automobiles for military transport is discussed 
in a critical and technical manner. Reviewing a trans- 
lation of the article by Major F. Bushe, R.A., 
the Army and Navy Gazette says that Capt. Drouhet be- 
lieves that the requirements of successful military auto- 
mobiles cannot yet be met. He excludes each class of 
machines for reasons given, viz., the electric automobile, 
because it carries a small load in proportion to its weight, 
is difficult to charge, and must be idle for long periods 
while being charged. Automobiles using carbonized air, 
because unsuitable for heavy loads at slow speeds, or for 
changes of velocity, and because they require great care.

steam automobiles, because they meet the requirements 
only relatively; their boiler-weight is excessive, and two 
attendants are usually requi Traction engines, be- 
cause of their being employed to draw trains of vehicles 
almost rigidly attached together, by which they are rend- 
ered unsuitable for narrow and tortuous roads; also, 
because the traction engine, though powerful, has rela- 
tively but small mechanical efficiency. Electric auto- 
motors, or those which are joined by a conductor to a 
fixed source of electric energy, and are thus confined to 
prepared tracks, are excluded, being inappropriate for 
war purposes. 

Capt. Drouhet having thus dismissed the several classes 
of existing machines, proceeds to outline a system which 
he considers suitable for all military requirements, start- 
ing with the conception of an electric automotor which 
should receive its energy from some source moving with 
the machine and working continuously. The motor itself 
would occupy no space on the road, as its position would 
be under the vehicle; the mechanical efficiency would 
high, because electric motors are light; the motor would 
require a minimum of fuel, and a small fraction over one 
man per vehicle would suffice for management. He 
supposes a generator of electricity, consisting of a motor 
and a dynamo, placed on a carriage, and connected with 
other carriages by flexible metallic cord conductors, form- 
ing a train without the rigidness of the train of a traction 
engine.

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‘LIFE ON A TRAINING SHIP. 


Life on board a naval training ship is 
described by a correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post, Edward Lowry, who 
says: “The day’s routine on a training 
ship is a thing to strike terror to the heart 
of a boy who goes to sea to loaf at his ease 
on clean white decks. Yet the clear-eyed 
boys on the Prairie have thriven on the 
work. After turning out, stowing ham- 
mocks, and breakfasting, the day’s real 
work begins at eight o’clock, when all 
hands are piped to ‘scrubbing routine.’ On 
Mondays the lads have a soapsuds and hot- 
water battle with their clothes. On Tues- 
days they add the grace of cleanliness to 
their hammocks, mattress covers and bags. 


Windsails, screens, boat-covers, and all 
other canvas gear get an overhauling on 
each Wednesday in the month. Clean 
boats, scrub all gear and paintwork, is the 
order of the day on Thursdays. Clothes 


get another douse on Fridays, and Satur- 
days are ‘general cleaning days,’ though it 
is hard for a shore-going man to understand 
what is left to clean after the week’s work. 
After inspection at 9:30 o’clock comes set- 
ting-up exercises, or over the masthead; 
the latter to familiarize the boys with the 
rigging, and to enable them to find their 
way about aloft. The rest of the day is 
devoted to infantry and artillery drill, boat 
and sail drill, aiming drill,, seamanship, 
lead, log-wheel and compass instruction, 
arm and away boats, collision drill, fire 
quarters, signal (night and day), and gun- 
nery instruction. At least once every 
three months the boys are exercised at 
night quarters, night fire quarters, and 
‘man overboard.’ 

“The officer of the deck glanced aloft at 
the topsails hanging loose from the yards, 
and walked over to the boatswain: 

**Mitchell, get the first and third divis- 
ions aloft to furl topsails.’ 

“The long, keen whistle ran along the 
decks disturbing the little groups of card- 
players and sleepers, each of which yielded 
a boy or two to the barefooted crowd who 
came pattering along to the main rigging. 
A boy dropped through to a grating on the 
berth deck, swinging clear of the compan- 
ion ladder, and ran through the bowels of 
the ship shrilling : 

“‘On deck the first and third divisions to 
furl topsails.’ 

“Away forward down in the recesses of 
the quarters a+ concertina stopped auto- 


matically in the middle of a plaintive note, 
and presently the boys came tumbling up, 
some of them rubbing the sleep out of their 
7 but sharp-set for the work jn hand. 

he deck was a babel of busy sounds and 
detached jargon. The bosun worked his 
hopeful pupils without stint. . 

‘Get that buntline clear. Stand by to 
hoist away smartly when I sing out.’ 

“The boys ~—e | at their stations under 
the port bulwarks waiting like terriers in 
leash for the word. It came sharply 

“*Stand by to go aloft.’ 

“They swarmed up over the rail and awn- 
ings, and like sprinters got ‘set’ for the 
race up the yard. A yellow-headed urchin 
stood on deck looking up the tarred slope 
of rigging wistfuly. One of the youngsters 
perched on the ratlines called down taunt- 
ingly : 

“*Is mamma’s boy afraid to go up?’ 

“*Naw, I ain’t. You wait till I cast my 
shoes loose.’ 

“He was perched alongside his fellow in 
an instant. 

“*Now, doggone you, I’ll beat you up.’ 

“The whole lot of them raced away to- 
wards the ‘lubber’s hole,’ slipping and 
scrambling. The bosun let out a roar of 
protest that could have been heard against 
a gale. 

“*Lay down, you young swabs; lay down 
from aloft there. What in the name of 
brimstone and hot pitch do you mean, going 
aloft till you get the word? 

“The youngsters came down shame- 
facedly until the cry ‘lay aloft,’ when they 
raced away again. They laid out on the 
yards with the nonchalance of old hands, 
and got the sails stowed without a boggle. 

“Mr. Caperton, the executive officer, 
stood on the quarterdeck of the Prairie 
and watched the apprentices with pride 
and pleasure.” ‘It has been amazing,’ he 
said, ‘the way those lads have “found’’ 
themselves. They know what to do and 
how to do it. Six months ago none of them 
knew how to get aloft, nor what to do when 
they vot there.’” 

This does not accord with the description 
given in the Omaha Excelsior of what pur- 
ports to be the experiences on board of a 
training ship of a lad named Penfold who 
complains that he did not find enough to do.
